HOTELS ARE FORCED TO USE COTS. 


Biggest Rush of Business Since the 
World’s Fair. 

“Not an inch of room left in the house,” 
was the answer of hotel.clerks last night to 
the inquiries of tired travelers. Never since 
the closing days of the World’s Fair have 
Chicago hotels done the business which is 
now crowding into them. Cots, which have 
been stacked away for three years, were 
brought out last night and placed in halls 
and parlors. The crush extends to all down- 
town houses. The bicycle show is the imme- 
diate cause, although the regular commer- 
cial business is heavy. 

“Loaded to the guards,’ declared Clerk 
Gloderly of the Great Northern. “‘We turned 
away people this afternoon and last night. 
We have over 500 people in the house to- 
night, which is the largest crowd we have 
had since the World’s Fair.’’ 

“Not one vacant room under the roofs of 
the Auditorium or the Annex,” said Clerk 
Shaffer of the Auditorium. ‘The biggest 
rush we have had for years. Most of the 
extra trade is caused by the bicycle show, 
but there is also a heavy transient trade.” 

At the Victoria Hotel the weary wayfarers 
had to be content with any stray nook or 
corner the clerk could find for them—which 
was also the situation at the Richelieu.

THEY ATTACK THE SON OF EX-SU- 
PERVISING ARCHITECT BELL. 


Held Up by Four Robbers in Front of 
an Oglesby Avenue Home, Near Six- 
ty-third Street, Where He Was In- 
tending to Call—Knocked Senseless 
by One of the Men, Who Uses an 
Iron Bar—Assailants Captured by 
the Police. 


Four highwaymen in a carriage started to 
accumulate a store of other people’s money 
and valuables on: the South Side last night.

It is also known that Clark, the man who 
has been conducting the work of securing 
frontage consents for the company, has 
been going to Powers for advice and instruc- 
tions. The Alderman said yesterday the 
road, if built, would, he was satisfied, be a 
good thing for the South Side, because it 
would make connections with either the 
Englewood and Chicago or the Calumet 
Electric, and carry people all the way down- 
town. 

He also says a majority of the frontage has 
been secured as far south as Thirty-third 
street, but when asked about the forgeries 
reported to the Council on Monday night 
declined to talk. 

Statement Not Borne Out, 


The statement of Ald. Powers as to the 
amount of frontage secured is not borne out 
by facts. There is a marked deficiency, as 
will be seen by the following: 

Plymouth place extends from Jackson 
street to Fourteenth street, the frontage on 
both sides, according to the representation 
of the General Electric company, being 
8,623 36-100 feet—the frontage, in fact, ex- 
ceeds this amount—the title to which is all 
held in fee simple, by deed. One-half of this 
frontage is 4,311 68-100 feet. 

The signatures—good, bad, and indifferent 
—for the General Electric railway company 
show frontage of 2,639, leaving a deficiency 
of requisite signatures on the street of 
1,672 68-100 feet. To this deficiency should 
be added the following items: Withdrawn 
before presentation to the Council, 100 feet; 
E. M. Fowler, not consenting, but counted, 
100 feet; special conditions and stipulations 
for underground system only, 625 50-100 
feet; making a total deficiency in Plymouth 
place alone of 2,498 18-100 feet. 

This does not include many objectionable 
signatures, faulty on their face, and where 
authority to sign does not appear. Neither 
does it include the known forgeries.

BRITISH GOLD BUYING TRAITORS. 


Caracas, Venezuela, Jan. 8.—[Copyrighted, 
18096, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.}—News of grave import has 
just been received from the Guayana fron- 
tier. The government is notified that troops, | 
with rifles and cannon, from Demerara have 
arrived at Cuyuni, a station at the extreme 
limit of the English claims in the disputed 
territory, and the scene of the Yuruan inci- 
dent, where English officials were arrested 
by Venexuelans. 

The number of the invaders is uncertain. 
Some of the.papers say there are over 1,000, 
but that is probably an exaggeration. They 
are possibly a few hundred British Guiana 
police. | 

‘The government gives no official notice of 
what action it will take. It is probable, 
however, that it will send troops to the scene 
with orders to be cautious but at the same 
time to resist invasion. 

The belief is increasing that the enemies 
of the government are being aided by British 
gold. It is even rumored that England will 
furnish the rebels with a warship. 

Great joy is manifested here over the 
Rritish defeat in the Transvaal. 

The militia enlistments to date exceed 
11,000. In the case of boys under 16 
the authority of the parents is required, 
«mong the applicants have been ten sep- 
tuagenarians. 

Flagship Sails with Supplies. 

Admiral Rutowsky of the Venezuelan navy 
has sailed with his flagship, the Augusto, 
carrying war supplies to the seaports on the 
West coast. 

On Monday President Crespo issued a de- 
cree stating, in view of the fact that the 
country is on the verge of an international 
conflict, that he regards the armed uprising, 
mot as revolution, but as treason. He cites 
the section of the penal céde governing the 
case and declares all participants guilty of 
treason. He asks the Presidents of the dif- 
ferent States to ratify his action and prom- 
ises to call upon Congress to act. 

It is believed that Crespo’s decree is almed 
especially at Guzman Blanco or Rojas Paul, 
who are supposed to be treating with En- 
gland in the interest of the rebellion. 

The penal code says that any Venezuelan 
oonniving with a foreign government against 
the ependence, institutions, or sover- 
eignt of the republic is guilty of treason. — si

Decree Causes a Sensation. 

The decree regarding the revolution caused 
a profound sensation. Copies in the shape 
ef “flying sheets’’ were distributed by the 
police. What effect it will have is yet uncer- 
tain. It is severely commented upon, and 
leading lawyers declare that it is illegal. 

Another sensation was created yesterday 
by ‘the issue of an order prohfditing com- 
munication between ships and the shore. It 
is aimed especially at the American citizen 
Schimmel, the agent of the Red D line at La 
(juayra, _ 

Capt. Delano of the Red D line steamer 
Pitladelphia made a protest to President 
(respo this morning against the order. He. 
ecaid it stopped work on the vessel. The 
President replied that the order was neces~ 
aary, but that he would try to except Amer- 
jeans. There is no official charge against 
Schimmel. 

There was a grand banquet at the Amer~- 
ican Legation on Sunday night. President 
(Crespo was to have presided, but illness pre- 
wented his attendance. He was represented 
by his Secretary, Gen. Nunez, who spoke 
oflicially for him. The United States Min- 
ister made a conservative reply which .was. 
received with enthusiasm. The guests num- 
bhered 200, among them being the Archbishop, 
the members of the Cabinet, the Presidents 
of the different States, and all the govern- 

ent officials. 

The decorations were superb, the Amer- 
ican and Venezuelan flags entwined being 
conspicuous. The busts of Washington, 
Monroe, Cleveland, and Bolivar were en- 
twined with rare flowers. There were two 
bands of music. 

The reception given to American residents 
at the Union League club on Tuesday night 
was the grandest in its history. The enthusi- 
asm for the United States is unabated. 

The Commissioners appointed by President 
Cleveland have given general satisfaction 
here. 

Caracas was shaken by an earthquake 
last night, but no damage was done.

It will arrive at Smyrna probably 
tomorrow. The San Francisco is already 
there and the Marblehead is at Mersene, 840 
miles distant.

Minister of Public Works Expelled Be- 

; cause of His Venality.

MANIFESTO OF THE UITLANDERS. 


Demands of the Transvaal National 
Union Upon the Boer Government. 

Johannesburg [Dec. 26] dispatch to the 
London Times: The manifesto which has 
been issued by Charles Leonard, Chairman 
of the Transvaal National Union, states 
that in view of the momentous issue to be 
faced in this country a review of the posi- 
tion ‘prior to the holding of a general meet- 
ing on Jan. 6 is necessary. 

The manifesto points out that the objects 
of the union are the maintenance of the in- 
dependence of the republic, the securing of 
equal rights, and the redress of grievances. 
To gain these objects a petition was signed 
last year by 13,000 persons praying for the 
franchise. It was submitted to the Volks- 
raad, but was received in that assembly 
with jeers. This year attempts have been 
made to support the so-called Progressive 
party in the Volksraad, but nothing has 
been obtained by it. A second petition, 
signed by 38,000 persons, praying for the 
franchise, has also been rejected. The man- 
ifesto continues: 

“We are the vast majority in this State. 
We own more than half the land and at lefst 
nine-tenths of the property. ‘Yet in all mat- 
ters affecting our lives our liberties, and 
our properties we have absolutely no voice. 
Taxation is imposed without any represen- 
tation. The taxation is inequitable, because 
more is levied than is needed for the govern- 
ment, because it is simply class taxation, 
and because the necessaries of Hfe are un- 
duly burdened. Expenditure is uncon- 
trolled, the Legislature is uncontrolled, by 
any fixed constitution. 

“This Legislature during the last few 
years has shown a constant spirit of hos- 
tility and has tried to keep us in awe by the 
use of force. The executive government 
has no true responsibility to the will of the 
people. President Kruger is supreme, and 
he has supported every act by which we 
and our children have been deprived of the 
right to the franchise, and by which taxa- 
tion has been imposed upon us almost ex- 
clusively. In administration the grossest 
extravagance, bribery, and corruption are 
rampant. The administration of native 
affairs is a source of danger to the commu- 
nity and the sources of native labor are de- 
stroyed. 

“The great public which subscribes the 
bulk of the revenue is virtually denied all 
benefit of State aid in education. The rail- 
way is held by a corporation in Holland, 
and it charges an outrageous tariff. Weare 
liable for the whole of the debt. It is built 
on our credit, and yet we have no control. 
Monopolies are granted which serve to 
strangle industry; proper municipal govern- 
ment is denied; religious disabilities are 
imposed; and the English language is de- 
nied official recognition. The country is 
rich and could be marvelously developed, 
but it cannot stand the drain of the present 
exactions. We live largely upon foreign 
capital, and the total dividends are ridicu- 
lously small compared with the amount of 
capital invested. Credit must consequently 
suffer. 

‘The general policy of the government its 
based on an intense hostility to the English. 
Its set purpose is to repress the growth of 
industry, and to try and prevent the working 
class from settling. A sum of £250,000 Is 
to be spent on a fort at Pretoria, and £100,000 
on a fort to terrorize the people of Johannes- 
burg. Krupp guns and Maxims have been 
ordered. These measures are meant to 
keep us in subjection to unjust laws by the 
power of the sword, and to divide the classes 
instead of joining them by equal laws.” 

The manifesto concludes: ‘‘We desire an 
independent republic which shall be a true 
republic, in which every man who takes 
the oath of allegiance to the State shall have 
equal rights, and in which our children 
shall be brought up side by side as united 
members of a strong Commonwealth. We 
are animated by no race hatred. We de- 
sire to deprive no man, be his nationality 
what it may, of any right. We want: 

‘1. The establishment of this republic as 
a true republic. 

“2 A grondiwet, or constitution, which 
shall be framed by competent persons se- 
lected by representatives of the whole peo- 


‘ple, and framed on lines laid down by them 


~—a constitution which shall be safeguarded 
against hasty alteration. 

“8. An equitable franchise law and fair 
representation, 

“4. Equality of the Dutch and English 
languages. 

“5. Responsibility to the Legislature of 
the heads of the great departments. 

“6. The removal of religious disabilities. 

“7. The independence of the courts of 
justice, with adequate and secured remuner- 
ation for the Judges. 

“8. Liberal and comprehensive education. 

‘9. An efficient civil service, with ade- 
quate oe for pay and pensions. 

“10. Free trade in South African products. 

“This is what we want. There now re- 
mains the question which is to be put before 
you at the meeting of Jan.6—namely: How 
shall we get it? To this question I shall ex- 
pect from you an answer in plain terms ac- 
eording to your deliberate judgment.”

Where Warships Are Going. 

Delagoa Bay, to which British and Ger- 
man warships are being dispatched, is pro- 
nounced the finest harbor in South Africa, 
and the KLuropean powers which have in- 
terests in Africa have long kept jealous 
watch of each other’s movements in rela- 
tion to it.

Demand for Big Indemnity. 

To make matters worse it is now reported 
that the Transvaal republic will demand an 
indemnity of $2,500000 from Great Britain 
as one of the results of Dr. Jameson's in- 
vasion of the little Dutch republic. If this 
turns out to be the case no doubt will be 
entertained that Emperor William in his 
recent interviews with Dr. W. J. Leyds, the 
Secretary of State of the Transvaal, prompt- 
ed this demand and may also have an- 
nounced his intention ef supporting it. 

Under these circumstances and in view 
of the war preparations by land and sea now 
being vigorously pushed by Great Britain, 
it is not astonishing that there was an 
ominous drop in consols, which, as much as 
anything, is a clear indication that the 
gravity of the political situation it not news- 
paper exaggeration. 

Dispatches from Berlin announce that Em- 
peror William had an important conference 
this morning with Dr. Kayser, Chief of the 
German Colonial Office, and that further 
dispatches have been exchanged between 
Berlin and Pretoria. 

Grim Preparations for War. 

Great Britain is evidently determined not 
to be caught unprepared for war. The re- 
port that orders have been sent to Ports- 
mouth, Devonport, and Chatham for the im- 
mediate commissioning of a flying squadron 
of warships is confirmed this afternoon and 
has caused a profound impression in all cir- 
cles. The flying squadron is ordered to be 
ready for sea by Jan. 14, Tuesday next. 

It will consist of the following ships: 

Revenge, first-class battlcehip, 14,150 tons; 
four sixty-seven-ton guns, ten six-inch 
guick-firing guns, thirty-six smaller rapid- 
fire guns; eighteen inches side armor, speed 
seventeen anda half knots. 

Royal Oak, first-class battleship, 14,150 
tone. four sixty-seven-ton guns, ten six-inch 
quick-firing guns, thirty-six smaller rapid- 
fire guns; eighteen inches of side armor, 
speed seventeen and one-half Knots. 

Gibraltar, first-class stecl cruiser, 7,700 
tons, two twenty-two-ton guns, ten six-inch 
quick-firing guns, twenty-four smaller quick- 
tire wzuns, speed nineteen and seven-tenths 
knots. 

Theseus, first-class steel cruiser, 7,350 tons, 
two twenty-two-ton guns, ten six-inch quick- 
firing guns, twenty-four smaller quick-firing 
guns, speed twenty knots. 

Charybdis, second-class steel cruiser, 4,360 
tons, two six-inch quick-firing guns, eight 4.7 
quick-firing guns, thirteen smaller quick- 
firing guns, speed nineteen seven-tenths 
knots. 

Hermione, second-class steel cruiser, 4,300 
tons, two six-inch quick-flring guns, eight 
4.7 quick-firing guns, thirtecn smaller quick- 
firing guns, speed nineteen five-tenths knots. 

In addition Rear-Admirai Harry W. Raw- 
son, in command of the Cape of Good Hope 
and West Africa station, has been ordered 
to proceed to Delagoa Bay on board the flag- 
ship St. George, a first-class steel cruiser, 
7,700 tons, two twenty-two-ton guns, ten six- 
inch quick-firing guns, twenty-four smaller 
quick-firing guns, speed nineteen and seven- 
tenths knots, and he is now on his way there, 
accompanied with another cruiser, with all 
possible speed. 


Germany to Land a Force. 


The German Emperor, it appears, had 
planned to land a force of Germans at Dela- 
goa Bay, in order to assist the Boers against 
the British, and only desisted from so doing 
when he learned of Dr. Jameson's defeat and 
capture. This, it is claimed, is proof that his 
message to President Kruger congratulat- 
ing him upon his victory over the British 
and his Majesty’s reported announcement 
to Dr. W. J. Leyds, the Secretary of State of 
the Transvaal, that Germany refused to rec- 
ognize any suzerainty over the Transvaal 
were well weighed moves and the result ofa 
prearranged policy. 

Admiral Rawson has also been instructed 
to report immediately to the Admiralty what 
additional steps are necessary to reinforce 
his squadron, and they will be sent to him as 
promptly as possible. 


Activity at the Dock Yards. 


Besides these preparations the greatest ac- 
tivity is displayed at all the dockyards, 
making ready for a call for the commission- 
ing of more ships as soon as needed, and the 
naval reserve lists are being prepared in 
readiness for an emergency. 

The military authorities no longer at- 
tempt to conceal the fact that they are act- 
ively preparing for the possibility of war. 
All the regiments of the British army (army 
reserve, volunteers, militia, etc.) have been 
ordered to make immediate returns of their 
strength for mobilization, but as yet no 
further steps in this direction have been 
deemed necessary. 

Among the volunteers and militia there is 
a strong feeling in favor of enrollment for 
active service and on all sides the greatest 
enthusiasm is displayed. There seems to be 
a feeling here that Great Britain has stood 
about all she can stand in the way of studied 
opposition upon the part of Germany, eveh 
if the latter is backed-.by France and Russia, 
which is not considered to be by any means 
certain. The commanding officers of the 
different regiments of volunteers have been 
overwhelmed with letters ffom the men un- 
der their command expressing the desire to 
be enrolled for active service. 

At the War Office this afternoon it was 
stated that the troops returning from India 
or bound for that part of the British Empire 
had been ordered to call at Cape Town be- 
fore the crisis occurred, and all that is nec- 
essary is to instruct their commanding offi- 
cers to land drafts at the Cape. It was fur- 
ther stated that detachments of troops are 
now on their way to Cape Town to relieve 
the troops there and that the latter will be 
instructed to remain at the Cape for the 
present, so that double forces will shortly 
be available at Cape Colony besides the In- 
dian troops en passage, which can be landed 
there shortly. 


War Spirit Everywhere. 


Without desiring to be in any way sensa- 
tional, it can safely be said that the war 
spirit is hovering over the British empire 
and that people of all classes are eagerly 
supporting the attitude of the government 
in resenting the attitude of Germany toward 
Great Britain. 

The press is unanimous in its approval of 
the preparations of the naval and military 
authorities and the newspapers of all shades 
of opinion agree as to the manner in which 
Germany’s attitude must be met. The Globe, 
for example, says this afternoon: 

“There is absolutely no difference of opin- 
fon among Britons in their keen resentment 
of the wholly unprovoked affront put upon 
this proud land by Emperor William and his 
foolhardy counselors. Instead of working 
England harm with the Americans, the Em-

The town is surrounded by a wall, and bat- 
teries have been erected to defend it against 
hostile attack on the land side. The town 
lies low on the northern side of the inner 
masher, or English River, as it usedl to be 
called: 

Lorenzo Marques has a splendid harbor, 
capable of holding and sheltering hundreds 
of the finest ships. The entrance to the har- 
bor is so wide and fine that a fleet of iron- 
clads could enter it.. The harbor covers some 
~ 000 square miles of water, dotted here and 
there with woodclad islands Invack Island 
guards the entrance, and here the Portu- 
guese have planted batteries to defend the 
anchorage. The entrance to the inner har- 
bor or English River, where Lorenzo 
Marques has been planted, is about a mile 
wide. Fifteen feet of water covers the bar 
at low water. Vessels drawing twelve feet 
of water can navigate the English River for 
forty miles, while two miles from Lorenzo 
Marques they can lie in sufficient depth and 
free from every wind. About five miles from 
Lorenzo Marques three rivers, the Temby, 
the Dundas, and the Mattoll, empty them- 
selves into the estuary. 

Subject of Much Contention. 

The decision of the ownership of the Bay 
of Lorenzo Marques became a question of 
great importance in 1875. Portugal claimed 
possession of the whole of it by right of dis- 
covery. England by effective colonization. 
The British settled along the southern part 
of Delagoa Bay and built a town, and in the 
course of time England, while acknowledg- 
ing Portugal's right to the northern part of 
the bay, claimed the southern as her own. 

The matter was brought to a crisis when in 
1868S the Transvaal republic by proclama- 
tion claimed the Maputa River from its junc- 
tion with the Pongola to its embouchure 
into the southern part of Delagoa Bay. Both 
England and Portugal strenuously resisted 
this claim and set up counter-pretensions. 
Eventually the matter was referred to the 
arbitration of Marshal MacMahon, the then 
President of the French republic. In 1875 
he declared that the southern part of Dela- 
goa Bay, including the Maputa River up to 
the Lombébo Mountains, belonged to Portu- 
gal. England consequently hauled down the 
British ensign, but in 1891 an agreement was 
made between that country and Portugal 
that in the event of the latter country wish- 
ing to part with the bay England should 
have the first right of purchasing it. 


PACIF YING NEWS FROM CAPE TOWN 
Dispatches from Gov. Robinson to the 
Home Office in London. 
London, Jan. 8.—[(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.}|—-From Cape Town to- 
day the news is much more satisfactory 
than for some time past. A dispatch to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, from Sir Hercules Rob- 
inson, dated yesterday and just made pub- 
lic, says that the Uitlanders of Johannes- 
burg have surrendered unconditionally and 
have given up their arms to the representa- 
tives of President Kruger. In addition the 
latter has intimated his intention of handing 
over Dr. Jameson and the prisonérs cap- 
tured by the Boers to the British High Com- 

missioner on the borders of Natal. 

Sir Hercules Robinson in his dispatch 
adds: 

“You may therefore be satisfied that the 
crisis is over and that all danger of further 
hostilities is ended.”’ | 

The dispatch is regarded by Mr. Chamber- 
lain as practically settling the crisis in the 
affairs of the Transvaal, so far as the Boers 
are concerned, and is also looked upon as 
disposing of the report that Dr. Jameson 
had been sentenced to be shot, which was 
current at Cape Town recently. 


Efforts to Release Jameson. 

Another dispatch from Gov. Robinson, 
dated Pretoria, Jan. 7, in reply to Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s inquiry as to whether there was 
danger of an advance from Buluwayo, said: 

“Il have received a telegram from the 
Chairman of the mass-meeting held at Bulu- 
wayo yesterday saying that a resolution was 
passed unanimously praying me to exert 
all my influence to obtain the honorable re- 
lease of Dr. Jameson and his men as a mat- 
ter overrating all other considerations, and 
assuring me of their loyal obedience to my 
proclamation. 

“I also received a similar telegram from 
the Chamber of Mines at Buluwayo, and 
think it is certain there is now no danger 
from that quarter.” 


Statement of Agent at Rhodesia. 

A third dispatch from Gov. Robinson to 
Mr. Chamberlain, dated Pretoria, Jan. 7, 
communicates a message from the imperial! 
agent at Rhodesia. It says: 

“I had been absent from Bechuanaland 
nearly a fortnight prior to Dr. Jameson's 
move. I arrived at Mafeking on Sunday, 
Dec. 29, and heard then, after the telegraph 
line had been closed, that his force was g0- 
ing to leave that night, and the wire was cut 
that night. The first message which came 
through on Monday, Dec. 30, was your mes- 
sage directing me to send after Dr. Jameson 
to tell him and force him to return. 

About one-fifth only of the force which 
yielded started from Mafeking or Cape Col- 
ony; four-fifths started from Camp Pitsani, 
in the British South Africa company’s terri- 
tory. No portion of the force started from 
Bechuanaland. 

“Dr. Jameson left me an officer and two 
men at Mafeking and eighty-six men at Pit- 
sani. He appears to have taken all the avail- 
able men. here are now ten police in the 
whole of Bechuanaland, four of whom are 
doing customs duty. The country is prac- 
tically without police and there are no magis- 
trates in the British chartered company's 
new territory. I have no reason to believe 
that any local officials in Bec uanaland had 


any knowledge of the raid. The magistrate — 


who was in the British chartered com any’s 
territory accompanied the force.” sina, 


Capt. Coventry Not Dead.

WILLIAM IS BLUFFING,

Though the German Nation Has No 
Cause to Love England, Still Its 
Commercial Interests Are Too Great 
to Be Jeopardized by a Contest in 
Which the Fatherland Would Prob- 
ably Get the Worst of It-—German 
Emperor Must Have Good Backing. 

Local Germans discredit the report of 
probable war between Germany and En- 
gland. They admit the Emperor has a 
hatred for the English, but say the people 
as a nation do not entertain a feeling of 
animosity to the same extent _as does their 
ruler. . 

“TI regard the whole affair as a scare,”’ 
said August Ploenius, ‘and the message 
of the Emperor as a bluff. I mean 4 bluff 
in the sense the Emperor was convinced, 
when he sent the message, nothing would 
come of it; As a matter of fact, I believe 
there is an understanding between Russia, 
France, and Germany to the effect the for- 
mer will stand by and back the latter in its 
relations with England. Germany alone 
against England would have no show of 


success. 

“Chancellor Hohenlohe within the last 
two months has visited both Russia and 
Austria. He was royally received in both 
countries. He went to Russia ostensibly 
to look after his Russian estates. It isa 
significant fact no alien is permitted to 
hold land in Russia except by special per- 
mission, and it is by special favor of the 
Czar Hohenlohe holds his lands. The prob- 
ability is an agreement was reached by 
which the Emperor was sure of support be- 
fore he took the stand he did.”’ ‘ 


Consent of Bandesrath Necessary. 

Dr. C. A. Weil was of similar opinion. ‘*The 
issue over which the trouble has arisen is 
too trifling,’ said he, ‘“‘for two great nations 
to go to war and sacrifice thousands of lives 
and millions in money. The hatred of the 
Emperor for the English I know is intense, 
but he has checks that will not permit him to 
put thé nation in jeopardy to satisfy personal 
Whatever he does will have to be 
done with the sanction and concurrence of 
the Bundesrath. 

“The Emperor, however, has set going a 
protest’ against the policy of England, and if 
i take not all Europe will echo his 
wo Ae 

“There is no likelihood of war,”’ said Paul 
Hediger. ‘‘There are too many restrictions 
in the Emperor’s way forthat. I think there 
is a strong feeling against England in Ger- 
many. It has always played Germany false. 
It did so in 1864, in 1866, in 1870, and in 1871. 
The people are hot likely to forget these old 
scores, but they will be pretty sure to con- 
serve their own interests. Most Americans 
have a wrong notion of the Emperor's power. 
He might declare war, but if the Bundes- 
rath failed to support him and vote him sup- 
plies he would beina very foolish and em- 
barrassing position. I think it would have 
to be a very grave matter at this time that 
would induce the German Empire to take 
up arms against England—something far 
more important than the trouble in the 
Transvaal.” 

“I meet scores of Germans daily,” said 
Henry Jansen, *“* and I hear no fears ex- 
pressed that there will be war between En- 
gland and Germany. There will be no war.”’ 

“If Germany declares war,’’ said Dr. F. X. 
Border, “it will be because urged to it and 
backed in it by France and Russia. France 
wants Egypt, and Russia has an old grudge 
There is little.doubt, however, that Germans 
will consult their own interests before the 
wishes of their neighbors.” 


Goldzier Believes in War. 

Ex-Congressman Julius Goldzier of the 
Germania club said—‘*There will in all prob- 
ability be a war between Germany and En- 
gland, with a possibility of Russia being on 
the side of Germany. I base my opinion on 
the fact that unless war had been determined 
upon on the part of Germany the Emperor 


“would not have followed the course he has.”’ 


H. G. Halley member of the Board of Edu- 
cation, said—-‘‘This little quarrel will all blow 
over in a fewdays. The German Emperor is 
a brave man and is impulsive. He has had 
his say and England got mad aboutit. Ger- 
many will never recognize the sovereignty 
of England over the Boers.”’ 

J. P. Hand of the Germania club said—‘“If 
England goes to war with Germany it will 
lose the last friend it has. I don’t expecta 
war, though. Two nations which have so 
long been on friendly terms will not likely 
fall out about so small a matter as the 
Transvaal dispute.” 

Von Holst Talks Only to Order.

GERMAN FEELING IN NEW YORK. 
William Steinway Thinks the War 

Cloud Will Blow Over. 

New York, Jan. 8,—[Special.]—William 
Steinway, the millionaire manufacturer, 
speaking of the “‘war cloud” today said: 

“IT attended a meeting of the Leiderkranz 
last evening, and we discussed the present 
difficulty fully. The sentiment of German- 
Americans is anything but hostile in its 
character, and the opinion is there will be 
no trouble. The cause of the dispute is too 
insignificant. Its fate will be the fate of the 
Venezuela dispute in the opinion of Germans 
with whom I have talked. It will sputter and 
go out. We can see no deadly insult in the 
IEmperer'’s telegram to Kruger. As _ far 
as the report that he has threatened to rec- 
ognize the independence of the South Af- 
rican republic Germans here put little faith 
in it. We can see little. ultimate good in 
such an action to Germany or German or 
any other interests,’’ 

Francis W. J, Hurst, President of the St. 
George Society, gave his views, and they 
may be taken as representing general En- 
glish sentiment here. 

“It is another break on the part of Emper- 
or William,” he said, ‘‘which people should 
be prepared for. But when Germany sees 
that England is in no way inclined to submit 
to a German bluff I think there will be a 
general dampening of English war ardor. 
What could Germany do in case of hostil- 
ities? Its navy is insignificant compared 
with England’s, and the English could 
speedily seal up every port on the Baltic 
and North Seas. Germany could not trans- 
port sufficient troops to South Africa, and 
it could not protect them with cruisers dur- 
ine their transportation. The people, 
furthermore, are not for war. The terrible 
results of a conflict between two nations of 
the first class are too well understood to be 
courted, and there is no doubt sober consid- 
eration will cause a diminishing of the war 
feeling.” 

The Staats-Zeitung tomorrow will say 
editorially regarding the Transvaal situa- 
tion: 

“As the Venezuelan question has resolved 
itself into a conflict between England and 
the United States, the Transvaal affair has 
developed into serious differences between 
England and Germany. Today we omy wish 
to take due notice of the childish outbreaks 
of fury and of the war threats indulged in 
by the London mob and the London press, 
and throw some light upon the question 
whether or no England can afford to ma- 
terialize these threats.”’

Action of the Kaiser Is Indorsed as 
Being a Proper Policy. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The 
war talk among the Germans continues. 
There are a few who think the Kaiser acted 
rashly, but the great mass of the Teutons 
vnqualifiedly indorse his action. 

Peter Barth, a prominent German resident 
of the South Side, said: 

“T think it’s time to call a halt on John 
Bull. England is trying the bulldozing 
policy with every country, but she will ulti- 
mately get left. She tried it with us, then 
with Venezuela,,and now Salisbury has got 
a black eye from the Boers. I think Ger- 
many means business, even if war won't 
actually result. As we say in German, God 
always takes care that no tree grows into 
heaven. England is going down hill. The 
real trouble lies deeper, and it is far more 
real than this diplomatic sputtering.”’ 

Charles Best, the Vice-President of the 
Wisconsin National Bank, said: 

“Germany seems determined to call a halt 
on England’s policy of enlarging her terri- 
tory and holdings all over the world. The 
German Government’s colonial policy, which 
was started by Bismarck under Emperor 
William I., has become even more popular 
throughout Germany under the present Em- 
peror. England will have to halt some 
time, and the beginning might as well be 
made now as later.”’ 

The Milwaukee Herold says: 

“The position taken by Germany in the 
Transvaal affair has thrown England into a 
state bordering almost upon war fury. We 
need, however, not fear that it will result in 
an explosion. England, by herself, cannot 
afford to pick a row with the whole world.”’ 


KAISER IS ENTITLED TO PRAISE. 


Relative of Bismarck in St. Louis Pleased 
at Germany's Stand. 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 8.—[Special.]~Ex-Gov. 
H. J. Brockmeyer, a distant relative of Bis- 
marck, admires Kaiser Wilhelm’s assertion 
of a modified ‘“‘Monroe doctrine” as against 
England in the Transvaal Republic. He 
said: 

“It is time some one put a check to the all- 
absorbing temperament of the English Gov- 
ernment and I am proud it is the German 
Iemperor who has done it. Ever since En- 
gland began her system of territorial acqui- 
sition she has used commercial companies 
of vast capital as colonization schemes. As 
these companies increased their power they 
spread over a wider territory and all the ter- 
ritory thus embraced became a British: pos- 
session. Several years ago in Africa there 
was a line of demarcation called the ‘line of 
influence,’ meaning the boundary line of a 
district over which England was supposed 
to extend its civilizing influence, but in 
reality England governed the territory 
through her chartered companies and mil- 
itary officials. 1 am glad President Kruger 
crushed the invading force and I think the 
Kaiser is, entitled to the admiration of the 
world for his emphatic rebuke to England's 
grasping propensities, especially when the 
rebuke brought with it the possibility of 
war.”’ 


BELIEVES THERE WILL BE NO WAR. 


C. H. Meyer of Philadelphia Thinks It 
Only a Passing Squabble. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 8.—[{Special.]— 
Charles H. Meyer, who has been German 
Consul in‘ Philadelphia for a quarter cent- 
ury, today said of the talk of war between 
Germany and England: 

‘““My private opinion is there will be no 
war. All talk of it is simply ridiculous. The 


two countries are friends of too long stand- 


ing to permit any such sudden ebullition to 


amount to anything more than a passing 


difference of opinion. The German people 


want no war, and the German Emperor is 


the friend of peace. Such a struggle would 
be disastrous to commerce. 
““A dispute may occur, as it does between 


private individuals, but it does not neces- 
sarily lead to fighting. You will find that 


this talk of war will be all over within a few 


days.”’

IMPORTANT CONFLICT IS PENDING. 


Nearly All the Spanish Columns Called 
Back to Havana. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] ne 

Havana, Cuba, Jan. 8.—[Coyrighted, 1896, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York Worid.]—An important conflict seems 
to be pending. The overpowering Spanish 
columns everywhere in the vicinity of the 
Stinall bands of insurgents that have been 
harrying the country north of the railways 
have been called in. 

Gomez evidently is 
forces. The insurgents are in two large 
bodies. One, under Maceo, is near Ceiba 
del Agua, on the boundary line between the 
Provinces of Havana and Pinar del Rio. 
The other, under Gomez, is west and south 
of Guanajay, over the border in Pinar del 
Rio Province. There apears to be no prob- 
ability that Gomez has intentions on the 
Vuelta Abajo tobacco district. 

Havana is quiet. The volunteers have not 
been called out, although a general order 
issued gives full details of what is to be 
done in case of necessity. 

To show the folly of the sensational state- 
ments as to the insurgents being likely to 
reach Havana, it need only be noted that 
this city is two-thirds surrounded by water 
and there are men-of-war in the harbor. 
The only land approach is a neck of penin- 
sula two miles across, which is defended 
by the impregnable Principe Fortress and 
Castle Atares. The city is unusually quiet. 

Honoré Laine, the Frenchman who was 
with Gomez a week as a prisoner was ar- 
rested at the Hotel Inglaterre tonight on a 
charge of bringing in treasonable corre- 
spondence, 

I have obtained some particulars of the 
engagements yesterday north of the West- 
ven logepetis between Artemesia and Guan- 

Gen. Garcia Navarro, at the head of a 
Strong Spanish column, encountered a part 
of Gomez's force under Alaceo near Ceiba 
del Agua. The country thereabouts is open 
and numerous small estates, with many 
Stone fences, hampered the insurgent cav- 
alry materially. 

Gen. Navarro sent his infantry in and 
heavy firing ensued. The insurgents re- 
tired, follOwed by Navarro, leaving twenty- 
three dead on the field. The Spanish lost 
four officers and about thirty soldiers. 

Continuing his march Gen. Navarro again 
met the insurgents after darkness had fallen. 
Firing continued for an hour almost at ran- 
dom, guided only by the flash of rifles. The 
insurgents withdrew and the Spaniards 
camped for the night at Ceiba del Agua.

CUBAN INSURGENTS LOSE A BATTLE 


Contest Forty-five Miles from Havana, but 
Main Body Not Enzaced. 


Havana, Jan. 8.—The contest last night in 
the Provinée of Pinar del Rio, about forty- 
five miles south of this city, resulted in a 
Spanish victory. 

Gen.. Navarro, between Guanajay and 
Ceiba de Agut, overtook a numerous in- 
surgent force under Zayas and other leaders. 
During the three hours’ fighting which fol- 
lowed the Spanish artillery was called into 
play and the insurgents were routed with a 
loss of twenty-three killed and forty-three 
wounded left on the field. The insurgents 
are said to have carried away many more of 
their wounded, and they left seventeen Rem- 
ington rifles behind them. 

Gen, Navarro pursued the insurgents and 
overtook their rear guard at Ceiba de Agua, 
and in the skirmish which followed four 
insurgents were killed and three were taken 
prisoners. On the government side, it is 
announced, only four officers and thirty 
soldiers were wounded in both engagements. 
Three of the soldiers sustained serious 
wounds. 

A dispatch from Matanzas this morning 
says a body of 400 insurgents recently tried 
to compel the garrison of Itabo, in the Car- 
denas district, to surrender. Upon the re- 
fusal of the troops to give up the fort the 
latter was attacked, but the insurgents 
were repulsed, with a loss of six killed, and 
succeeded in retiring with their wounded. 


Follow Up the Victory. 


After the engagement between the insur- 
gents.and Gen. Navarro the column of 
troops commanded by Gen. Suarez Valdes 
overtook the insurgents, who were in re- 
treat, and; opening fire upon them with 
small arms and artillery, inflicted heavy loss 
in killed and wounded. The insurgents lost 
263 men. , 

It is reported one of the Nunez brothers, 
insurgent leaders, was so seriously wounded 
that he subsequently died. 

A column of Spanish troops, commanded 
by Maj. Sedano, has had a skirmish in the 
Colon district with a band -of insurgents 
commanded by Mendoza. The insurgents 
Neale wy killed and three wounded on the 
field. - 

It is judged from the movements of the 
insurgent bands along the north coast in 
Pinar del Rio that they are now endeavoring 
to penetrate the rich district of sugar plan- 
tations about Cabanas by way of the Banes 
and Guanajay roads. The authorities again 
announce that they have hopes of bringing 
on a general engagement and that the troops 
are so placed at strategic points that the in- 
surgents must learn their position is badly 
compromised and will find it difficult to avoid 
a battle. 

Along the line of the railway running 
south from Havana it is discovered that the 
insurgents have destroyed sixteen culverts, 
thus effectively cutting off communicaticn 
for the time being. 


Insurgents Active in Matanzas. 

Word received from Matanzas shows that 
the insurgents are still active in that prov- 
ince. The bands led by Clotilide, Garcia, 
Luis Chopalin, and Roban attacked the 
Town of Recreo, which is southeast of Car- 
denas on'the railroad. The garrison of the 
fort repelled that attack, but the insurgents 
returned and the companies of the marine 
battalion made a defensive stand in the 
streets. Meanwhile the insurgents plun- 
dered and burned several stores. The troops 
finally repelled the insurgents with loss, 
but while retreating they burned thirty-six 
of the houses within the limits of the town. 

Afterward the insurgent General, Lacret, 
made a demand for the surrender of the 
town, threatening to burn it upon its refusal 
to comply. But upon a negative being given 
him the insurgent forces retreated. 

José Maceo and Rabi are reported to be 
moving in the Trinidad district of Santa 
Clara, and an insurgent loss of seventeen is 
reported in the skirmishes that have takén 
place. In the Cardenas district the insur- 
gents also destroyed the station at Altami- 
sal and tore up the railroad at Yaguara. 


HAVANA TOBACCO WILL BE HIGH. 


Gen, Gomez's Operations Against the Plant- 
er« Will Maka It So. 

New York, Jan. 8.—[Spdcial.]—Gen. Carlos 
Garcia, son of Gen. Manuel Garcia of the 
Cuban insurgents, and himself a leader in 
the Cuban insurrection, is in New York on 
business connected with the cause of free 
Cuba. “Unless something unforeseen hap- 
,pens there will be a small supply of Havana 
tobacco ‘next year,’’ said he today. “The 
reason for this scarcity will come through 
the operations of Gen. Gomez in Matanzas, 
into which he has now penetrated. 

“Gen. Gomez is justified in his war against 
the planters. Almost all of them are either 
Spaniards or Spanish sympathizers. 

“We expect a revolution-in Spain within 
the next few months. The Carlists have told 
Gen. Campos they will give him an oppor- 
tunity to carry out his policy, and if he can- 
not keep his promise they will then rise in 
arms and fight the present government. 

“In Cuba Gen. Gomez has offers of more 
volunteers than he can handle.”

Eloquent Responses to Toasts and 


Tributes to the Military Genius of 
the Man and to His Victory at New 
Orleans—Pleasing Surprise in the 
Presentation of a Gavel Cut from a 
Hickory Tree Growing at the Side 
of Jackson’s Tomb. 


Aurora, Ill, Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The Hick- 
ory club, Aurora’s chief Democratic organi- 
zation, appropriately celebrated Gen. 
Jackson’s victory at New Orleans this even- 
ing on the eighty-first anniversary of that 
event. It was the second annual banquet 
of the club, and was a very successful af- 
fair, although Gov. Altgeld and Andrew J. 
Hunter were unable to be present, the lat- 
ler on account of illness. 

Covers were laid for 150 guests in the 
armory of Companies D and I. The hall 
was patriotically decorated with American 
flags, and an orchestra discoursed sweet 
music. The reception and feast continued 
from 7 o'clock until nearly 10 o’clock, after 
which an .pgur or more was devoted to 
speaking. 

Fred Fairth, President of the club, presided 
over the affair and Dr. J. W. MacDonald 
acted as toastmaster. 


Jackson as a Pdtriot and Soldier. 

The first toast was to “Andrew Jackson,” 
and Dr. W. A. Colledge of Aurora was the 
speaker. Mr. Colledge paid an eloquent 
tribute to the genius and integrity of Jack- 
son as a patriot, soldier, and national leader, 
who, although of lowly birth, through the 
sheer force and power of his manhood during 
his lifetime held nearly all of the highest 
positions in the gift of the Nation. 

“It is an easy matter,”’ he said, “‘in our 
day to sit in judgment upon the actions of 
such a man, but let us not fail to remember 
those were stirring, times, when the men 
most useful in’our national life were men of 
action, fearless of public opinion, incorrupti- 
ble, and self-reliant.” 

The speaker paid a glowing tribute to 
Jackson’s military genius, exemplified in 
his great victory at New Orleans—‘‘the most 
overwhelming defeat of the Britisharms ever 
experienced’’—and expressed his belief that 
it was Jackson’s brilliant work that did 
much to make the nations of Europe 
understand the Monroe doctrine was 
something more than mere words. The 
speaker closed by expressing a hope that 
Jackson’s career would be an inspiration for 
our present government to pursue a peace- 
ful but quiet policy of vigorous American- 
ism at home-and abroad. 


Presentation of a Jackson Gavel. 


Evelyn B. Baldwin, the Arctic explorer, 
spoke of “Jackson’s day in North Green- 
land in memory of the noble ladies of Nash- 
ville who originated Jackson’s day and have 
since Jackson's death cared for his tamb.”’ 

Mr. Baldwin closed an interesting address 
by presenting to the Hickory club on be- 
half of the Ladies’ Hermitage Association 
a gavel cut from the hickory tree which 
grows at the side of Jackson's tomb. 

Mr. Baldwin wore a silk flag badge which 
he had received at the anniversary banquet 
given at Nashville by the Ladies’ Hermitage 
Association on Jackson day. This badge, he 
said, he took with him when on his Arctic 
trip with Lieut. Peary a few months later 
and on the sledge journey to North Green- 
land. It was worn in those desolate regions 
by Baby Peary on the recurrence of Jackson 
day. The presentation was a complete sur- 
prise and was received with loud cheers. 

Judge Samuel Alschuler of the State Court 
of Claims gave an eloquent historic sketch 
of James Monroe. 

The last speaker was Gen. Orendorff, 
whose subject was ‘““‘The Future of Democ- 
racy."”" He said he had wanted to speak on 
the eleventh commandment, which, literally 
translated, means mind your own busi- 
ness. There is more practical good sense 
and political sagacity in that sentence than 
in any of the other sentences in the United 
States language. It is the essence of De- 
mocracy, While Republicanism means med- 
dling with the affairs of others.

Significant Remarks by Secretary Herbert 
Upon the Financial Question. 

New York, Jan. 8.—The annual banquet of 
the Business-Men’s Democratic Association 
of New York was held at the Hotel Savoy 
tonight.

Secretary Herbert began his speech by a 
reference to the stand taken by President 
Andrew Jackson against the United States 
Bank and the State banks, and spoke of him 
as the “unflinching friend of honest money 
that cheats no man, and as the inflexible 
foe of a depreciated currency which is al- 
ways the robber of the poor and despoiler of 
industry.” | 

Discussing the question further on, the 
speaker asserted that ‘tthe most mischiev- 
ous heresy that ever was instilled into the 
minds of voters in this land, the fundament- 
al error that lies at the foundation of every 
argument now made for the unlimited 
coinage of silver, inhered in the idea that 
Congress and not commerce controls the 
values of silver and gold. 

“When the issue now badly tendered by 
the advocates of free silver shall have been 
squarely and fairly accepted and the con- 
test fought out to a finish: when not only a 
President whose views are not to be doubted, 
but a Congress about whose opinions in 
favor of sound money there can be no mis- 
take, shall have been elected, then we shall 
have currency reform—some stable, self- 
executing system that will give us at all 
oe a fair share of the money of the 
world.”’

HOKE sMITH AT PHILADELPHIA, 
Vice-President Stevenson Is Present, but 

Declines to Speak. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 8.—The eighty-first 
anniversary of the battle of New Orleans, 
‘Jackson day,’’ was celebrated by the Young 
Men’s Democratic Association tonight by a 
banquet in the big dining hall of the bourse. 
About 200 gentlemen participated, including 
many Democrats of State and national 
celebrity. Among the latter were Vice- 
President Stevenson, Secretany of the Inte- 
rior Hoke Smith, United States Senator 
Faulkner, United States Treasurer Morgan, 
Commissioner of Patents Seymour, Con- 
gressman Hart, and Deputy Pension Com- 
missioners Murphy and Bell.

Vice-President Stevenson declined to make 
a speech, but he was given a most enthu- 
siastic welcome. 

The first toast was ‘“The Memory of Jack- 
son,”’ which was drunk in silence and stand- 
ing. 

Secretary of the Interior Hoke Smith re- 
sponded to ‘*The Public Credit.”” He assert- 
ed that the country was given a sound cur- 
rency by a Democratic administration—re- 
ferring to Jackson’s—and it might be neces- 
sary, he said, to rely on a Democratic ad- 
ministration to pass legislation to maintain 
it.

TWO LIVES SACRIFICED TO NEGLECT. 


Wheaton Volunteer Firemen Said to Have 
Been Heroic Victims, 

“Tf the fire apparatus had been properly 
eared for it is probable Arthur Vernon and 
A. 8. Grant would be alive today,’’ was the 
frequently expressed opinion in Wheaton, 
lil., yesterday, when the funerals of those 
victims of Sunday night's fire were being 
held. 

All day the citizens of the town paid their 
respects to the memory of the men who 
were killed while working at the fire. All 
the business houses were closed from 10 a. 
m. until 4 p. m., and the place gave itself over 
to mourning for these volunteer firemen, 
two of the town’s most promising young 
men. Flags were at half-mast on the court- 
house, the college, and upon the high school 
buildings. The impressive funeral services 
were so largely attended that not: haif the 
people who alesired to do so could get inside 
the building. 

The funeral of A. S. Grant was held from 
the home of his father, who is ill-and unable 
There was not 
room enough to accommodate the people 
The Rev. Mr. 
Chandler conducted the services, after which 
the remains were taken to Elmhurst for in- 
terment. 

The funeral of Arthur Vernon was held 
four hours later in the Baptist Church. That 
building was crowded to overflowing. The 
Rev. R. C. Bryant preached the funeral ser- 
mon and accompanied the remains to the 
W heaton Cemetery. 

The Wheaton College Church has waged a 
war for years against all secret societies. 
A. 8S. Grant was a member of the church 
and of the Woodmen and Odd-Fellows So- 
cieties. Six months ago he was told by the 
church people to either quit the church or 
the secret societies. He refused to be dic- 
tated to, as he said at the time, and quit the 
church. Several thousands of dollars’ in- 
surance is due his heirs from these societies 
now. Arthur Vernon carried $5,000 insur- 
ance and leaves his family provided for. 
He was the organist of the Baptist Church, 
and on the night of his death left the com- 
munion table to do what he could at the fire. 

All through the services and in the differ- 
ent parts of the town during the day there 
was an expressed feeling of regret, more 
than ordinary, over the manner in which 
Grant and Vernon had met their death. 
Complaints of negligence were frequently 
heard, and more than once the thought was 
expressed that the fatal results of the fire 
might have been avoided had proper care 
been used with the fire apparatus. The 
town had just completed an expenditure of 
$50,000 for fire protection and had turned 
over to the volunteer fire company the ap- 
paratus to be used. 

When the fire broke out in the Gary frame 
houses everything was misiaid or out of 
order, and had to be hunted up while the 
fire was burning. The man who had the key 
to the fire department house was two miles 
away, and the door was broken down only 
after much delay. Then the hose was scat- 
tered about and much of it was in boxes and 
unpacked. When the hose cart was nearly 
to the fire it was discovered that the nozzles 
could not be found. So more delay followed 
while a trip was made back to the engine 
room for nozzles. 

The hose would not work after it was at- 
tached to the water hydrant. It seems that 
the hose had.been loaned out to different 
people for private purposes and had not 
been properly taken care of. Some one had 
returned several sections of hose with water 
in it. Fhis froze inside and water would 
not go through when most needed. As soon 
as the ice was discovered several firemen 
began jumping upon the hose to crush the 
ice so the water would force it out. 
Others got ketties of hot water and worked 
on the ice from the ends of the hose. All 
this was going on while aqme house was on 
fire and the other just starting. Arthur 
Vernon offered his services at the nozzle 
while Fireman Isham went back to see what 
was the trouble. A short time after the 
chimney of the second house fell and Grant 
and Vernon were kilied. 

This was not all the trouble, however. 
There was some water in the standpipe, 
but not enough to give sufficient pressure 
at the fire. So word was sent to the engineer 
at the water works to pump water into the 
mains. The fire in the engine was so low 
that it required forty-five minutes to get 
up steam and start the pumps. 

When the hose had been thawed out, the 
nozzles found, and the engines started the 
fire was easily handied. It did not spread 
beyond the second house, although the dan- 
ger to the third house in the row was greater 
than it had been at first to the second. The 
material for fighting the fire was on hand, 
but was not in proper condition for im- 
mediate use. Many citizens who saw the 
fire say that the second house could have 
been saved and the lives of the firemen’ 
spared had there been proper care shown 
by the fire department in keeping the ap- 
paratus in working order. The trouble 
seems to be that “what was everybody's 
business was nobody's business.”’ Now 
there is talk of action by the Council and 
a reorganization of the fire department 
to prevent such happenings in the future. 
J. F. Snyder, the lawyer at Wheaton, says: 

“There surely was much neglect shown in 
the way the fire apparatus was cared for. 
Nothing was in its proper place, and even 
the new hose had not been unpacked. When 
a fire is in progress there ts no time to thaw 
out frozen hose, unpack new hose, hunt for 
nozzles, or wait for the water works en- 
gines to getup steam. There should be some 
responsible head to the fire department,

TALKS TO THE FARMERS: 


GOV. ALTGELD TELLS HOW WICKED 
CORPORATIONS OPPRESS THEM, 


Members of the State Institute Oppose 
the Selection of a Director from 
Among the Farmers of Chicago— 
John M. Stahl Is Finally Selected— 
There Would Be Revised Taxation 
Laws but for Influence of Corpora- 
tion Lawyers, Says the Governor. 


Springfield, Ill., Jan. 8.—[{Special.}—The 
State Farmers’ Institute spent some time to- 
day in a sharp debate over the queStion of 
allowing Cook County representation on the 
Board of Directors. The law provides for the 
election of one director from each Congres- 
sional district, but it was contended that 
Cook County, having no agricultural pop- 
ulation, should be excluded from representa- 
tion, 

Under a strict construction of the law Cook 
County would be entitled to seven directors, 
but the county institute asked only one, and 
had chosen John M. Stahl, Secretary of the 
Farmers’ National Congress. 

It was finally decided, on motion of Sen- 
ator Evans, that Cook County should have 
one director. The following directors for the 
rest of the State were elected: Eighth Dis- 
trict, B. F. Wyman, Sycamore; Ninth, Amos 
F. Moore, Polo; Tenth, J. H. Cooledge: 
Eleventh, G. A. rwark; Twelfth, J. M. 
Thompson, Joliet; Thirteenth, F. M. Palmer, 
Clinton; Fourteenth, Oliver Wilson, Mag- 
nolia; Fifteenth, G. W. Dean, Adams; Six- 
teenth, C. G. Winn, Griggsville; Seven- 
teenth, Charles F. Millis, Springfield;

Speech by Gov. Altgeld. 


Gov. Altgeld addressed the institute: this 
afternoon. e said in part: 

‘The farmer should be powerful in direct- 
ing legislation and in all other matters, and 
he should be powerful in advancing his own 
interests, but he is not. Every time a con- 
solidation takes place there is an evidence 
of greater power and the individual is placed 
in the background. This consolidation has 
so taken place that the little“factories and 
railroads are practically wiped out of ex- 
istence. One thing is noticeable in all this 
consolidation, and that is, the larger con- 
cerns are able to take care of themselves and 
survive and the minor organizations perish. 
vo power has been found in this country to 
stop it. 

“There was a time in the history of the 
world when the owners of land were the 
Princes of this country. It is not so today. 
In all times, and in our times, the people 
who work the land are the only ones the 
government can safely rely upon. 

“Our State should have a more just system 
of taxation. Honest efforts have been made 
by some to revise the system of taxation, 
but to noavailk It was tried by my predeces- 
sor, Gov. Oglesby, but he met with no suc- 
cess. Men representing the gyeat corpora- 
tions came down from Chicago in order, sv 
they said, to revise this law. But the truth 
of the matter was they came to see that 
the law was not disturbed. Those men rep- 
resented the great consolidations, and they 
did not want a revision of the tax law. 


Toothless Inter-State Commerce Law. 

‘The only way to meet concentration is by 
concentration. The farmers must organize. 
You will find the same influence at work in 
the national government. The inter-State 
commerce law was enacted for the purpose 
of protecting individual shippers from ex- 
orbitant rates. This law is not being en- 
forced. Why? Because it did not suit the 
corporations. Their representatives carried 
it into the Federal Court. One Federal Judge 
pulled a tooth out of it, and another did the 
same, and the result was that the law be- 
came a dead letter. Having killed that law, 
the same Judges found in it defective points, 
and they made a cudgel to pound the backs 
of the dinner pail men.

We could not get along 
without corporations, and do not want to 
do without them, but the thing for you 
farmers to do is to put yourself in their 
place. where you can cope with them. This 
will depend upon yourselves alone. The 
farmers are way behindinthismatter. You 
must look out for yourselves first, by organi- 
zation, and then you will be able to meet 
these great questions.”’

Cc. W. Tourgee, a Harrison Appointee, 
Finds Himself in Trouble. 
Cleveland, O., Jan. 8.—C. W. Tourgee, ex- 
Postmaster at West Williamsfield, O., Chair- 
man of the Ashtabula County Republican 
committee, was arrested today. The specific 
charge against him is having a large sign 
displayed in front of his store with the words 
‘‘Postoffice”’ upon it. This is considered by 
the postal authorities to be one of the grav- 
est offenses that can be committed against 
their laws. Mr.Tourgee was appointed 
Postmaster at West Williamsfield by Presi- 
dent Harrison and was removed two years 
ago by President Cleveland. He continued, 
however, to operate a postoffice, selling 
stamps and collecting mail which he deliv- 
ered to the mail trains.

JESSIE KRUEGER IS GIVEN $50,000. 


Verdict Against West Chicago Street 
Railway for Injuries. 

A jury in Judge Sears’ court yesterday 
afternoon awarded Jessie Krueger $50,000 
damages in a personal injury suit against 
the West Chicago street railway company. 
The verdict is said to be for the largest sum 
ever given in a similar case in Cook County. 

The verdict was a surprise to ex-Congress- 
man William E. Mason and Edmund Furth-> 
mann, counsel for the defense, They will en- 
ter a motion to set aside the verdict and will 
take an appeal in case the motion fails. 

Jessie Krueger, the plaintiff, is not 9 years 
old. She is a pretty little girl with curly 
black hair that falls over her shoulders. 
The suit was filed by her father, Charles 
Krueger, her next friend, and was for $75,- 
000. Charles Krueger is an umbrella maker 
and repairer at No. 264 West Madison street. 
On June 27, 1892, Jessie Krueger, his daugh- 
ter, then 5 years old, was struck by a west- 
bound Madison street cable train at Sanga-~- 
mon street. The left leg of the child was 
crushed so badly that it was found neces- 
sary to amputate it near the hip. The little 
girl’s body was otherwise cut and bruised, 
and for weeks her relatives feared she would 
die. After her recovery suit was filed for 
damages, the declaration charging gross 
negligence upon the part of the West Chi- 
cago street railway company. The case 
finally came to trial in Judge Sears’ court 
on Monday, Case, Hogan & Case appearing 
for the plaintiff. 

“The Senteutian of the defense was that the 
occurrence was purely accidental and un- 
avoidable. Ex-Congressman Mason in his 
closing speech made an elaborate analysis 
of the evidence presented and declared the 
facts demonstrated that the accident was 
unavoidable and not the result of negiect, 
and that therefore the jury should not award 
any sum as damages against the West Chi- 
cago Street railway company. 

Theodore G. Case of Case, Hogan & Casé 
made the closing address for the prosecution, 
He insisted it had been shown by competent 
evidence the speed of the cable train which 
ran the child down was much greater than 
the law permits and that the agents of the 
West Chicago Street railway company who 
had the train in charge were negligent in the 
extreme. Then counsel referred pathetical- 
ly to the condition of the plaintiff, whose en- 
tire life, he said, had been blighted by the 
loss of her leg. She was cut off from the en- 
joyment of the pleasures of child life and the 
future held no assurance of the happiness 
which the physically sound person looks for- 
ward to. In years to come the matrimonial 
prospects of the plaintiff, thé counsel said, 
would be lessened, and when she came to 
realize in future years the full extent of her 
almost helpless condition her life would be 
constantly burdened by the shadow and sor- 
row of her great misfortune. The address 
had great effect upon the jury, which was 
out only ashorttime. When the verdict was 
read the mother of the little girl kissed the 
child and tears of gladness came into the eyes 
of both. | 

The father of the little plaintiff was pleased 
with the verdict and her attorneys were sat- 
tsfied, though they said she was entitled to 
the entire amount of damages sued for. |

Republican Senators in Caucus Decide 


Upon This Step—Only Unimportant 


Verbal Changes Will Be Made — 
Chances Against Its Passage When 
the Senate Is Reached—Free Silver 
Men on One Side and Overenthusi- 
astic Protectionists on the Other. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—At 
their caucis this afternoon the Republican 
Senators decided to report the House tariff 
bill without important amendments, making 
enly a few unimportant verbal changes. 
This does not mean that the revenue mcas- 
ure is out of the woods; on the contrary, 
its troubles are only beginning when it gets 
into the Senate. : 

The chances are that the silver cranks 
will kill it off as they have already disposcd 
of the bond bill which came from the House. 
T'wo or three Republican Senators say thcy 
will not vote for the bill until it is recast 
wn protection lines, but the chances are 
they will come into camp before the bill is 
finally put on its passage. Most of the Re- 
publican free silver Senators have agreed 
not to offer any free coinage amendments 
to embarrass the tariff measure. Many of 
‘them, however, say that if such amendments 
are offered they will not vote against them. 

The Democratic silver men will be quick 

io seize the advantage, and will tack on one 
_er more free silver amendments, well know- 
ing that the silver Republicans will not, as 
a whole, vote against it. Senator Teller, 
' who represents Colorado, the typical ail- 
-yver State, said if the ten commandments 
were introduced in the Senate at this stage 
they would emerge with a free silver amend- 
ment. He declared frankly in the caucus 
today that while he would-not attempt to 
embarrass the tariff bill in any way he 
should not vote against silver no matter how 
or when it was presented. , 
. This being the case, it is exceedingly doubt- 
ful whether any revenue law can be pass-d 
at this session, for the House would, of 
course, refuse to concur in any free silver 
amendments. It was thought yesterday 
that as there were only six Republicans cn 
the Finance committee, while Jones of Ne- 
vada insisted on applying the horizontal raise 
t sugar, it would be impossible to report tne 
Bill without amendment. The Nevada man 
gaid this afternoon that he would in 
ell probability vote with the Republicans 
on the committee to report the revenue Dill 
as it came from the House, reserving the 
right to vote against it in the Senate, unless 
sugar shall be treated liberally, and also re- 
serving the right to vote for any free coln- 
age amendment which may be offered, 
whether from the Democratic side of ihe

RESOLUTION TO *AKE IN HAWAII, 


Provides That It May Become a Fuall- 
Fledged State of the Union. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—The subject of 
the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands was 
broached in the House today by Mr. Spald- 
ing (R., Mich.) in the form of a resolution. 
The resolution’ provided that the Sandwich 
Islands be erected into a new State to be 
called the State of Hawali, with a republican 
form of government, to be adopted by the 
people, through deputies in convention, 
with the consentof the existing government. 
Conditions were imposed that questions of 


boundary or complications with other gov-: 


ernments be transmitted to the President to 
be laid before Congress for its final action 
before Jan. 1, 1898; that aN property pertain- 
ing to the public defense be ceded to the 
United States, but the State retain all other 
property, and the United States be Mable 
for none of its debts. 

The resolution proposes as an alternative 
that Hawaii may be admitted as a State by 
treaties between the two governments, with 
one Representative in Congress, and pro- 


poses an appropiration of $100,000 for mak- 


ing the treaties. The resolution was read 
by unanimous consent and referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs.

OPPOSE SENATE REORGANIZATION. 


Sound Money Men Do Not Wish the Re- 
sponsibility on the Republicans. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The 
Western members of the Senate seem to be 
determined to run that body if possible. 
Now that the committees have been organ: 
ized by the Republicans, these Western men 
think that steps should be. taken, to secure 
control of the Senate officers. This tend- 
ency is particularly prominent among those

An order has just'been made for a caucus, 
which is to meet when Senator Sherman 
sees fit to call it.

NEW RULES TO BE KKPORTED TODAY. 


Tucker Quorun®’ Counting Proposition Will 
Be Adopted by the House. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]}— 
The Committee on Rules of the House will 
tomorrow report sundry amendments to the 
rules. The most important change recom- 
mended is the adoption of the “Tucker 
quorum counting proposition,’’ submitted 
by J. Randolph Tucker of Virginia to the 
second session of the Forty-sixth Congress 
in 1880. It was supported in an able speech 
by Mr. Tucker and by Messrs. Blackburn, 
Springer, Hunton, and others, and bitterly 
opposed by Gen. Garfield, Mr. Reed, Conger, 
and other leading Republicans. It met the 
opposition of Speaker Randall and Alex- 
ander H. Stevens and was withdrawn.

HUNTS FOR EVIDENCE OF BRIBERY. 


Civie 


Federation Committee Puts In 

Its First Day’s Work. 

There was a still hunt for evidence yester- 
day against those members of the December 
grand jury who are accused of attempting 
to extort money from persons in danger of 
indictment for various offenses. The com- 
mittee of three men appointed by the Com- 
mittee on Gambling of the Civic Federation 
put in their first day’s work looking for peo- 
ple who were approached by the members 
of the grand jury and asked for money as 
the price of exemption from indictment. 

C: F. Van Winkle, one of the men indicted 
on the charge of keeping a bucket-shop, and 
who has said an attempt was made to make 
him pay money to secure exemption from 
prosecution, said yesterday he was well 
satisfied that after he had refused to give up 
money the conspiring members of the grand 
jury went to another person and received 
$100. 0n the strength of the promise to see 
him, Van Winkle, indicted. It was after the 
receipt of this money and after the indict- 
ment against Van Winkle had been returned 
that it is charged the jurymen went back to 
Van Winkle and agreed to see the matter 
was reconsidered if he would also reconsider 
his first refusal and make the thing square 
by paying up. 

Their methods, if the story of one of the 
victims is to be believed, were not without 
a humorous side. According to this story, 
two grand jurymen and a “toucher’’-in- 
chief called om a bucket-shop man, who 
made them think he was going to give up 
money. He mentioned the name of a fel- 
low commission man who had been spoken 
of as in danger of indictment. 

“We'll get him, sure,” said the chief 
toucher. “‘He’s no good, and we'll sock it to 
him. He'll be indicted if it costs a leg.’’ 

It was subsequently learned the trio went 
direct to the office of the broker who was ‘‘no 
good” and made him come down heavily to 
escape indictment. When the grand jury 
met @ed considered the cases the‘ chief 
toucher insisted that the man who had paid 
to escape should be indicted. His two com- 
panions did not dare expostulate, and the 
man who gave up his money for immunity 
suffered, 

It subsequently leaked out the toucher-in- 
chief and the sandbagged and indicted 
broker were attentive to the same woman, 
and the broker was a little more closely en- 
twined in her affections than the other—a 
fact which made the toucher grasp his 
double opportunity to get even. 

It is possible after a conferénce this morn- 
ing a committee of the Civic Federation may 
wait on the District-Attorney and ask for 
a special grand jury to hear the evidence 
against the members of the December body. 
This will be done if sufficient evidence is 
thought to have been gathered and if it is 
not considered expedient to wait until a re- 
port can be made to the main committee on 
Friday and hold the matter off until that 
report has been acted upon. 

State's-Attorney Kern said yesterday no 
evidence had been presented him by the 
Civic Federation or anybody to show the 
December grand jury had been guilty: of 
blackmalling and acts of bribery. 

“I can do nothing on hearsay,” said Mr. 
Kern. “It’s evidence I must have. When 
‘that is forthcoming something can he done.”’

WALL STREET BROKER WAGERS 
$5,000 IT WILL BE. 


Stock Market Shows Pronounced Signs 
of Strength—European Bankers Are 
Anxious to Subscribe for American 
Government Securities in Spite of 
Much Talk to the Contrary—Chi- 
cago Stocks Show Marked Improve- 
ment, Except Illinois Central. 

New York, Jan. 8.—[Special.]—A wager of 
$5,000 was made on the New York Stock Ex- 
change’ today that the popular subscription 
to the new government loan would be doubly 
subscribed for. The stock market seemed 
to be keyed up to this sort of pleasant assur- 
ance, and all day long there was pro- 
nounced strength throughout the list. Every 
active stock went up. Some of those espe- 
cially hurt during the apprehensiveness re- 
cently dominant rose materially. 

Pullman’s Palace Car stock on 100 shares 
today advanced over two full points, Other 
stocks in which Chicago has large interests, 
more especially St. Paul, Burlington, North- 
western, and Omaha preferred, rose easily. 
The one stock in which Chicago has special 
interest which went down was Illinois Cen- 
tral. The transactions in it were insignifi- 
cant, less than 300 shares, but there was a 
decline of close to two full points. The 
stock, which was not offered’ under 904 last 
night, is offered tonight at 89. Illinois Steel, 
upon the other hand, for which 63 was asked 
last night is not offered tonight under 66. 


All the news from Europe is depressing. 


Every banking-house in Wall street with in- 
ternational connections has been notified 
that none of the Kuropean investment cen- 
ters cares to subscribe for the new American 
bonds at any of the figures quoted. 

As a matter of fact, tens of millions of dol- 
lars at London, at Paris, and at Berlin have 
been pressed upon Pierpont Morgan by for- 
eign bankers anxious to get a chance to come 
into his government deal, Their present 
patronizing talk is bluff. If the*popular loan 
is going to go—and indications hourly multi- 
ply of its improving outlook—the bankers 
not only of New York but of thie whole world 
will be quickly tumbling over one another in 
a hurry and scurry to get a slice of what 
everyone of them recognizes as an exception- 
aly good thing. 

Meanwhile the stock market lags. Less 
than 200,000 shares of stock were dealt in on 
the Stock Exchange today, barely a quarter 
of what a fair day's business ought to be.. 
Every important financial interest is waiting. 
Wall street is all wrapped up in mystery. 
Till something definite is known only luna- 
tics and millionaires can have any excuse 


for either buying or selling for speculation’s 
sake.

GOLD PILING UP IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Amounts Received from the Far West 
Said to Be Surprising. 

New York, Jan. 8.—It is learned from a 
number of prominent banks in this city that 
they have been requested often in the last 
few days to open gold accounts. These re- 
quests have come from customers, including 
some banksintheinterior. The banks, how- 
ever, have invariably responded in the nega- 
tive to such requests, citing the fact that 
they would not be justified by their Clearing- 
House agreement in opening gold accounts. 

The result has been that banks with large 
vault room have received a good deal of gold 
in the last _ few days which they are now 
merely holding as safe deposit agents for 
the account of country banks. 

Some of this gold has come from points 
far west of Chicago, and bankers say that 
if the amounts so held could be announced 
it would be a genuine surprise to the street. 
Most of it is gold which has not been in 
Treasury vaults for many months. 

The Fourth National Bank deposited 
$500,000 gold today at the Subtreasury in ex- 
change for greenbacks. This was simply 
an exchange operation and does not figure 
in the gold reserve. 


BONDS WILL BE FULLY SUBSCRIBED. 


National Banks Desire Them as a Basis 
for More Circulation. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]— 
Notwithstanding the fact that Treasury De- 
partment officials and even high officers of 
the administration seem to seek to discredit 
the popular loan which the administration 
advertised on Monday, information that 
seems reliable is to the effect that the bonds 

will be fully subscribed for by the public. 

It appears that many national banks are 
anxious to secure these bonds as a basis 
upon which to issue additional circulation, 
and that they are ready to give largely from 
their hoards of gold forthis purpose. There 
are stories that the syndicate is seeking to 
prevent banks from subscribing by con- 
cealed threats, but these are not generally 
believed. The syndicate will be glad to se- 


cure the entire issue, and will undoubtedly 


bid with that purpose, though it cannot 
make an offer which the Treasury can 
properly accept if the aggregate of other 
og is higher than the syndicate’s inclusive 


There is reason to believe that secret 
agents of the government have been sent to 
New York to ascertain who it is that is draw- 
ing gold from the Treasury. It is stated 
that five of these secret officials have been 
sent over. The idea is to find whether those 
who offered to subscribe to the bond issue 
largely if there were a popular loan are re- 
sponsible for these withdrawals. 


AT LEAST FORTY AGAINST SILVER. 


Trying to Gain Four More te Beat the 
Senate Substitute. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—The anti-silver 
Democrats of the Senate held a conference 
today while the Republican Senators were 
in caucus to count how many men could be 
mustered against the free coinage amend- 
ment of the Senate Finance committee to 
the House bond bill. It was found that there 
are fourteen sure votes on the Democratic 
side against the silver proposition, and the 
Democrats were assured that there are 
twenty-six Republicans who could be count- 
ed against the Jones amendment. This 
would make forty in all. Four more votes 
are necessary for a majority. Both Demo- 
cratic and Republican anti-silver men are 
now making an effort :to see if these four 

votes can be had. 
Among the Republicans who are not count- 


ed in the twenty-six anti-silver list and upon. 


whom an effort will be made are Senators 
McBride of Oregon and Wilson of Washing- 
ton. On the Democratic side are Senators 
Bacon and Gordon of Georgia and Martin of. 
Virginia. It is not known with what hope 
the anti-silver men are working, but they 
say that the vote will be close and that per- 
haps free coinage may be defeated.

NO CONCERTED MOVE BY THE BANKS 


Treasury Department Unaware of 
Such an Intention in New York. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—The Treasury 
today lost $430,000 in gold bars, which leaves 
the true amount of the réserve $57,816,024. 
Nothing is known at the Treasury Depart- 
ment, so far as cun be learned, of any con- 
certed movement by bankers to protect the 
reserve by making gold deposits.

ONLY ONE INQUIRY FOR BONDS. 


Local Bank Tests the Interest Felt in 
8.“ the New Loan. 

The Royal Trust company, which for two 
days has had an advertisement in morning 
and evening papers offering its services 
free to any person wishing to bid for govern- 
ment bonds in the pending popular loan, had 
received only one application up to the close 
of business yesterday. The bank inserted 
the advertisement, -Cashier Wilbur ex- 
plained, to test the wishes of its customers 
and friends. Its results had been such, he 
intimated, that the advertisement would be 
stopped after today. 

“Few of the people it was designed to 
reach understand just how to figure on their 
bids, and it was our purpose to help them,” 
Said he. “In my opinion there is plenty of 
gold hoarded in safety déposit vaults and 
other places of safe keeping. I see con- 
firmations of that belief in our savings 
bank business: Many depositors bring in 
a portion of their money in gold coin. One 
person only has appfied to us for the assist- 
ance offered in the advertisement. We shall 
try it one day more, but as it’ now looks 
from this little experience there is no doubt 
the popular loan idea will be a failure.”’ 


Offer Regarded as a Test, 

To some extent the experience of the Royal 
Trust company was regarded as a test by 
bankers interrogated yesterday. Almost 
every bank is ready to make the same offer 
to its customers, although none have adver- 
tised it. As a matter of fact two or three of 
the larger institutions are dealers in bonds 
and carry stocks of the latter. The rest of 
them are in close touch with quarters where 
bonds can be readily procured for would-be 
buyers. Although it had government bonds 
to sell in small denominations, one institu- 
tion announced yesterday, and was ready 
to accept any kind of money for them, its 
President said no applications had been re- 
ceived. 

In anticipation of the failure of the popu- 
lar loan it was admitted yesterday several 
banks had signed the memorandum sent 
out by J. Pierpont Morgan & Co., and 
thus became members of the syndicate. 
Morgan & Co.’s circular and contract was 
mailed from New York last Saturday night, 
twenty-four hours before Secretary Carlisle 
issued his notice asking the people to bid 
for $100,000,000 of bonds. By the terms of 
the contract the subscribers agree to sell 
Morgan & Co. a certain number of ounces 
of fine gold, to pay the firm a commission of 
1 per cent, and to clothe it with the manage- 
ment of the whole transaction. 

There is also an understanding the sub- 
scribers will codperate with Morgan & Co. 
in handling further issues. It seems _to be 
the impression that the present issue of 
£100,000,000 will be followed by another of 
like amount. 

Chicago's Share to Be $5,000,000. 

So far as can be learned the amount of the 
issue allotted to Chicago subscribers approx- 
imates $5,000,000.. A large amount of it was 
practically taken before Morgan & Co.’s con- 
tract arrived, and although an apparent 
change in the situation has been caused by 
Secretary Carlisle’s circular, the Chicago 
subscribers, in the cases of several large 
banks at least, affixed their signatures to 
the Mongan contract without delay. This in- 
dicated their belief in the failure of the pop- 
ular subscription. Among the subscriber's 
and bankers generally no difference of opin- 
ion whatever is expressed. Morgan will get 
the bonds, they say. 


INTEREST 18S GENERAL. 


SAYS THE 


Cashier of the Chicago Subtreasury 
Visited by Would-Be Bond Investors. 
“General interest in the popular bond issue 

seems to be manifest among the people,” 

said J. C. Pratt yesterday, cashier of the 

Chicago Subtreasury. “Hundreds of per- 

sons have called here for information the 

last few days. So far as I can judge they 
come not from the financial class, but from 
the large class of common people who have 
saved and wish to make safe investments. 

“From the meager nature of our informa- 
tion we are not able to give much help, as all 
we know of the matter is gleaned from the 
papers. Mr. Carlisle expects bidders to deal 
directly with him, I believe, and if bids are 
accepted notification will be given to deposit 
the money with us. It is also my impression 
that the bonds will issue directly from Wash- 
ington and not through this office.’’

MANY MINOR EMPLOYES DISCHARGED 


{llinois Steel Company Enforces an Ob- 
noxious Order, 

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
Illinois Steel company has begun to force 
its policy of compelling the parents of minors 
employed in the rolling mills in Bay View 
to sign contracts surrendering the right to 
sue the company for injury or death of such 
minors by reason of the negligence of the 
company or any of its employés. The new 
management of the company gave notice 
last summer that all minor employés whose 
parents did not sign agreements not to sue 
the company in case of accident to their 
sons while the latter were at work would 
be discharged. 

The company was so slow in enforcing this 
policy that it became the general impression 
that the company would not insist upon the 
surrender of parental rights. Yesterday a 
number of minor employés whose parents 
refused to accede to the company’s proposi- 
tion was discharged. The crusade be- 
gan at the Merchant mill. Some of the 
parents, frightened by the company’s action, 
signed the agreement at the last moment 
and thus saved their sons from being dis- 
charged, 

The minor employés numbered at least a 
hundred, and already a large proportion find 
themselves out of work. The discharge of 
minors is being made in every department 
of the Bay View plant. 

The Amalgamated Association, it is un- 
derstood, will take up the matter and will 
insist that its members, many of whom have 
not attained their majority, shall not be dis- 
charged because ‘they will not sign away 
their rights.

MARYLAND A REPUBLICAN STATE, 


Gov. Lloyd Lowndes Duly Inaugurated at 
Annapolis. 

Annapolis, Md., Jan. 8.—For the first time 
in history this State has a Republican Gov- 
ernor, elected and inaugurated as a Repub- 
lican; and for the first time since the war 
the administration of public affairs isin the 
hands of an executive not affiliated with the 
Democratic party. 

At noon today Chief Justice Robinson of 
the Court of Appeals, in the presence of both 
Houses of Assembly, administered the oath 
of office prescribed by the Constitution to 
Lloyd Lowndes of Alleghany. 

The incoming and the outgoing Chief Mag- 
istrates had before that ceremony faced the 
enormous crowd from the stand in front of 
the Senate chamber, and Gov. Lowndes had 
delivered his inaugural address. The stand 
was protected from the crush of the crowd 
by the hollow square of the Fifth Regiment 
Veteran Corps, in the center of which sat 
Roger Brooke Taney in effigy poring over 
the scroll of the Dred Scott decision. 

In his inaugural address Gov. Lowndes de- 
clared that he considered himself and his 
party pledged to give the people of the State 
an economical government. Among the 
means to this end he deemed fair assessment, 
just taxation, pure election laws, and civil 
service reform essential. He favored the 
public school system and thought the col- 
ored people should be permitted to have 
separate schools and teachers. In conclu- 
sion he pledged himself to be Governor of 
wong whole State and not of any political 
party. 


BYERS WILL BE THE IOWA SPEAKER, 


Adversaries Withdraw and Leave Him a 
Clear Field. 

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
first contest over the organization of the 
House was settled tonight and H. W. Byers 
of Shelby County will be the next Speaker. 

This result was brought about by Repre- 
sentative Griswold of Buchanan County 
deciding to withdraw. There had been a 
species of tacit understanding between him 
and Allen of Van Buren that if it became 
necessary both should withdraw together.

‘Some of the Italian musical journals,’ says 
the London Era, ‘‘are lamenting the scarcity of 
good voices in what used to be the Land of Song. 
The fact is modern Italian vocalists sacrifice 
pure vocal art for piercing, screaming tones to 
split the ears of the groundlings, or, rather, the 
less cultivated opera and concert patrons. A 
journal of Milan is afraid the reputation of the 
sweet South for vocal talent is waning, as in 
many of the great teaching institutions no good 
voices are met with. Probably the violent system 
adopted by professors of singing ruins the voice 
at the very commencement. Times have changed 
since English singers with fine voices went to 
Italy to acquire the most artistic methods of 
vocal art.’’ 
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Frederic Lamond, the Scotch pianist, is con- 
tinuing his brilliant successes in Germany this 
scason. In mention of his recent appearances in 
Dresden, where he played Beethoven's E flat con- 
certo, Mr. Lamond’s performances are placed on 
a plane with those of Von Bulow. He will shortly 
play in St. Petersburg and later in Berlin, in the 
latter city with the Philharmonic Orchestra, un- 
der direction of Nikisch.

The twenty-foot channel between Chicago 
und Buffalo is much nearer completion than 
most people, even marine men, realize. “‘By 
the end of June next,’’ said W. A. Living- 
stone, a leading vesselman of Detroit who 
is stopping at the Wellington, “‘the channel 
will be practically finished between Lake 
Huron and Lake Erie. At Grosse Point, 
where Lake St. Clair empties into the De- 
troit River, work which will require only 
six weeks more time will be done in May. 
This will give a channel 800 feet wide and 
five miles long, extending from deep water 
in Detroit River to deep water in Lake St. 
Clair. This has been the shoalest spot be- 
tween Chicago and Buffalo, and last season 
hundreds of boats grounde@ there, costing 
marine men more than $100,000. Progress 
in blasting the rock at the lower end of De- 
troit River hag been satisfactory. I have no 
doubt that July 1 vessels drawing eighteen 
feet, as compared with the present draft of 
fifteen feet, will be enabled to go from Lake 
Huron to Lake Erie. That does not mean, 
however, that lake boats can be loaded to 
that depth, for there is not a harbor on Lake 
Erie that they could enter. It will be a dif- 
ficult matter to deepen the harbors at Cleve- 
land and Buffalo to meet the requirements 
of the twenty-foot channel, but at Ashta- 
bula and Fairport it can be done without 
great eXpense. In my opinion it is absolute- 
ly out of the question to deepen Chicago 
River to fit the new channel, and the Calu- 
met must be used for that purpose. At the 
Soo the twenty-foot channel is well along 
at the dangerous shoals near the Sailors’ 
Encampment, and boats will be able to come 
down from Lake Superior with much larger 
cargoes next ‘season than ever before. The 
effect of the completion of the twenty-foot 
channel upon lake commerce is difficult to 
determine now.”’ 

** * 

A. McKinley, who registered yesterday at 
the Victoria from ‘‘New York,” is a fairly 
good double for his brother, the late Gov- 
ernor of Ohio. “‘It is not fair to ask me what I 
think of my brother’s candidacy for Presi- 
dent,”’ he said; ‘‘that is too near home.”’

THE BOMB SENT TO MAYOR SWIFT. 


M. Pullman. To make the machine look 
more dangerous a piece of fuse about two 
inches long was hanging out of one end of 
the package. 

The Mayor lost no time in persuading his 
private secretary to take charge of it. 

‘“‘Here, Minkler,’’ said he, ‘‘take the wrap- 
ping off that thing, but be very careful 
how you handle it.’’ 

The Mayor looked on while Secretary 
Minkler with trembling fingers untied the 
package. 

‘“‘Well,’’ said he when he had finished, “itis 
a bomb all right.”’ 

With this he laid it gingerly on the desk, 
Finally the Mayor picked it up and after in- 
specting it closely said: ‘“‘It is a joke.”” Po- 
liceman Mitchell was told to take it away 
and the Mayor suggested Assistant Chief 
Ross’ office as a proper place to investigate 
its contents. Chief Badenoch and his as- 
sistant were holding a consultation in the 
latter’s office when Mitchell appeared carry- 
ing the supposed bomb. 

Police Examine the Supposed Bomb. 


When Policeman Mitchell had explained 
to them the manner in which the machine 


‘had come into his hands and it had been ex- 


amined by the heads of the Police Depart- 
ment, it became necessary to dispose of it 
in some way. Mitchell volunteered to open 


it to find out what it contained, but was ad- 


vised to go into the basement to make the in- 
spection. While he was doing this every- 
body who knew of the find kept a tight hold 
on his chair, expecting-every moment to feel 
the floor crowd uim through the ceiling. 

When Mitchell uncorked the end of the 
pipe from which the fuse projected he found 
the inside filled with ordinary candlewick. 
The fuse was of the same substance. This 
was brought back to the Assistant Chief's 
office, where the Mayor satisfied himself as 
to the harmless nature of the contents by 
igniting a small portion of the wick. 

A short time before this excitement in the 


‘City Hall a similar scene was witnessed in 


the Postoffice. While going through the 
mails taken from the drop in the Postoffice 
one of the clerks found the bomb, wrapped 
only in yellow tissue paper, with the name 
Mayor Swift printed on a card tied to the 
package. It was given to John A. Mont- 
gomery, Superintendent of the Mailing Di- 
vision, who carried it to Postmaster Hesing’s 
office. The Postmaster was enjoying a visit 
from Congressman Belknap. The find did 
not excite Mr. Hesing much, as he has be- 
come accustomed to dealing with infernal 
machines. Some one suggested touching off 
the fuse. 

“IT am willing,’’ said Mr. Hesing, “if you 
will put it outin thecorridor.

If she did they would 
be speedily overpowered by the sheer 
weight of numbers, for the German ef- 
fective forces in time of war would im- 
mensely exceed those of the British.

To reach the open seas Germany would 
he at a serious disadvantage. She could 
not send her vessels through the English 
channel. She would have to go up through 
the North Sea and around north of Scot- 
land. She could only get to South Africa 
by a long, circuitous route. She could not 
pass Gibraltar into the Mediterranean on 
accounteof the British fleet there. Even if 
her fleet did get by that frowning rock 
citadel and reach the Suez Canal she would 
there confront another British fleet, and it 
would require a concert with France to 
enter the canal. She coutd not pass Aden 
on the Red Sea and go down to Delagoa Bay 
on the east coast without defeating an- 
other British fleet. If she could reach the 
Cape of Good Hope it would only be to find 
a formidable English fleet there before her 
which she must fight and conquer.

While a long continuance of a contest 
must mean annihilation to the German 
commerical fleets, unless arrangements 
were made to evade it, the net result would 
be so. disastrous to the British carrying 
trade that it too would seek relief. Both 
would have to resort to some neutral flag 
for protection to the stream of ocean com- 
merce without which Germany would be 
badly hampered and the British people ab- 
solutely starved out in a very few months. 
It is interesting to note that in such case 
any European power hardly would be 
available for the purpose. The countries 
around the Mediterranean are all too far 
away from Germany if the Dover passage 
were blocked efficiently, as doubtless it 
could be by England without open infringe- 
ment of the law of nations, and Russia is 
too far north. 

There remains the United States, a coun- 
try which is friendly to both the contend- 
ing powers, and having extensive commer- 
cial relations with each of them, along with 
the minimum of the kind of friction which 
must be considered as lying at the bottom 
of the “onpleasantness.” It is legitimate 
to expect that within a very short time 
of the beginning of hostilities, perhaps be- 
fore the first gun was fired, many hundreds 
of British and German merchant vessels 
would be transferred nominally or actual- 
ly to the ownership of American citizens 
more or less connected in business with the 
present owners, and registered under the 
American flag. That would mean a vast 
increase of business for us. We should be 
called on to furnish to the people of both 
nations food and other material, the list 
embracing nearly everything not contra- 
band of war, and it would be our own fault 
if we did not command this extensive mar- 
ket at considerably higher prices than have 
been the recent rule.

LAKE' SUPERIOR IRON MINES. 
White men knew of the existence of eop- 


cnteenth century, but nothing was known of 


the presence of iron there till the summer 
| of 


1845, a few months more than half a 
century ago. Then an exploring party dis- 
covered what has since been developed into 
the Jackson mine at Negaunee. The first 
iron from Lake Superior ore was crudely 
smelted in a blacksmith’s forge in 1846, 
and the first cargo of ore sent Kast was a 
lot of seventy tons forwarded in 1852 toa 
furnace at Sharon, Pa. Since the com- 
pletion of the first ship canal at Sault Ste. 
Marie, in 1855, the ore industry has in- 
creased many hundred fold. In 1859 the 
ore production was 22,876 tons of 2,240 


pounds each. Last year the product was 


10.233.910 tons, this being an increase of 


nearly 40 per cent over the production of 
18)4 and more than 10 per cent in excess of 
that for 1892, which was the most active 
year in the business except 1895, The total 
yield in the forty years during: which the 
mines of this region have been activeiy 
operated is more than 87 million gross tons, 
72 per cent of which is the product of the 
decade ending with last Tuesday. These 
figures, however, represent only the ship- 
ments by water. It is estimated that the 
all-rail shipments and consumption of ore 
by local furnaces would bring the total for 
last year fully up to 10,500,000 tons. 

The Marquette range, the district first 
opened, has produced about one-half, and 
the Menominee nearly 25 per cent, though 
the first shipment was not made till 1877. 
The Gogebie range, which made its initia] 
shipment in 1884, has developed into the 
largest producer of Bessether ore of any 
of the five ranges. The Vermillion range, 
in Northern Minnesota, made its first ship- 
ment in 1884, and has achieved less than 
half the output of the Gogebic, but enjoys 
the distinction of possessing the largest iron 
mining corporation inthe world. The Ihtest 
addition, the Mesaba, though it shipped 
only a few thousand tons in 1892, headed 
the list of producers last year, forwarding 
about 2,750,000 tons of ore in the one sea- 
son, but these figures were exceeded by 
the Marquette in 1890 and the Gogebic in 
1892. : 

The mining business last year was not so 
prosperous as might be thought from a 
survey of the course of the market for iron 
and steel. In 1894 the prices for ore and 
labor were the lowest ever reached, ‘and 
only one paid a dividend, About 
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was contracted for at the opening of the 
season at some 20 cents per ton above 
the prices of 1894, which were nearly $1 
below those of 1893. Later the prices ad- 
vanced, in some instances rising 100 per 
cent and averaging an increase of 50 per 
cent. Even at the higher figures it was 
impossible to secure enough of the high 
class ores to meet the requirements of the 
steel manufacturers. Lake freights rose 
correspondingly from 75 cents per ton on 
shipments from the head of the lake at the 
opening of the season to $1.75 near the 
close. 

A correspondent of the Boston Tran- 
script, who reports these facts, recalls the 
circumstance that two years ago the chari- 
table people of Wisconsin, Michigan, and 
other States were being appealed to for 
help to the starving miners.

FAMILY QUARREL GETS INTO COURT 


J. J. Keller Thinks He Should Have 
Part of His Father's Estate. 

A family quarrel is displayed in a bill filed 
in the Circuit Court in which John J. Keller 
s¢eks to enjoin his sister, Elizabeth Keller, 
from disposing of the estate of their father, 
Henry Keller, or from removing any part 
of it from the State. 

All the property is left to the daughter, 
without reserve and forever, nothing being 
left to the complainant. 

‘The complainant says at the time his 
father made his will he was not of sound 
mind, and was also under mental restraint, 
owing to the influence of his daughter. Kel- 
ler also tells the court his sister more than 
ten years ago entered into a deliberate plan 
to prejudice their father against him. 

Complainant says he believes he was un- 
justly deprived of his share of his father’s 
estate which he says is worth $25,000.

TO BE CALLED THE FIRST. 


CHICAGO CATHOLIC KNIGHTS FORM 
A REGIMENT. 


Gen. Kadeski, Highest Ranking Officer 
im Uniform Rank, Organizes Four 
Commanderies of St. George, South 
Chicago, Northwest, and St. Augus- 
tine—New Organization Starts Out 
with 178 Men—Speeches and Ban- 
quet Follow Ceremonies. 

Maj.-Gen. L. J. Kadeski, the highest rank- 
ing officer of the Uniform Rank Catholic 
Knights of America, organized the four Chi- 
cago commanderies of the order into a reg- 
iment Tuesday night. The new organization 
will be known as the First Regiment U. R. 
C. K. of A. The commanderies which com- 
pose the regiment are St. George’s, South 
Chicago, Northwest, and St. Augustine. 

Of these the oldest is South Chicago, which 
was organized soon after the Chicago con- 
vention of the C. K. of A. in 1893, when the 
first steps were taken towards creating a 
uniform rank. The strongest vf the com- 
panies is St. George’s, which began drilling 
so6n after the South Chicago Commandery 
was formed and which numbers thirty-gjix 
swords. The company now forming in Bt. 
Martin’s Commandery will also be included 
in the new regiment. The total number of 
men mustered in by Gen. Kadeski Tuesday 
night wag 178. ) 

The ceremonies attending the organiza- 
tion of the regiment were held at the drill- 
room of St. George’s Commandery in the St. 
Francis School Hall, Twelfth street and 
Newberry avenue. After each company had 
given an exhibition drill the four organiza- 
tions were formally: combined into a regi- 
ment. é 

Speeches were made to the new “‘First”’ by 
Gen. Kadeski, A. W. Jaeger, the Captain of 
St. George’s Commandery, and Matthew Lief, 
its Secretary. After the speaking a banquet 
was given by St. George’s Commandery. 

The officers of the new regiment will be 
hamed within thirty days by Gen. Kadeski. 
The Colonel will probably be Capt. Ford, 
who has been Drill Sergeant of St. George's 
company since its formation. Capt. Jaeger 
of St. George’s has been made Brigadier- 
General of the national organization of the 
Uniform Rank by Gen. Kadeski. 

All the companies of the new regiment 
are well officered and finely drilled. 

The uniform worn by Catholic Knights is 
the same as that of the similar organization 
in the Knights of Pythias. The members 
of the new regiment are enthusiastic and 
by the time of the next State encampment 
at Decatur, next August, expect to double the

SENSATION DOES NOT DEVELOP. 


No Surprises in the Sofas Knutson 
Damage Suit. 

The promised sensation in the damage 
suit of Sofas Knutson against the West 
Chicago street railway company did not de- 
velop yesterday. It had been hinted rather 
than openly charged an important witness 
for the prosecution was being secreted by 
the defense. 

The man alleged to be badly wanted was 
Henry Hessner, No. 84 West Indiana strcét. 
He, with a man named Gronlund, both 
claimed by Knutson to be friends of his, 
were witnesses of the accident, but were not 
subpcenaed. Both testified for the defense. 

At the office of Attorney Furthman it was 
denied that the men had been at the street 
railway company’s office or that Hessner’s 
absence from court was trough any con- 
nivance of the attorneys for the defense. 

Hessner’s testimony was that Attorney 
Dever urged him to testify untruthfully as 
to the exact location where the accident 
took place, substituting one street corner for 
another. 

Plaintiff Knutson was his own and only 
witness. The defense introduced seven wit- 
nesses who testified Knutson ran frm the 
west crossing in order to board an east- 
bound train, attempted to grasp the handles, 
missed, and fell in front of the car. 

The case is expected to go to the jury this 
morning. 


ASKS RECEIVER FOR WINDERMERE 


American Trust and Savings Bank 
Files the Bill. 

A bill was filed in the Superior Court yes- 
terday asking for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Hotel Windermere, near Jack- 
son Park. It was filed by the American 
Trust and Savings Bank, which as trus- 
tee seeks to foreclose a second mortgage on 
the property. 

The defendant is the Imperial Hotel com- 
pany, which built the hotel and which made 
an assignment in October, 1893, and A. C. 
Mills & Co., a corporation which conducted 
the hotel during the year of the World's 
Fair, also assigned. In both cases Thomas 
W. Sprague was the assignee. 

J. H. Defrees, President of the Winder- 
mere company, said ysterday: ‘‘The fore- 
closure suit against the hotel building will 
not affect the operation of the hotel by the 
present company. The real estate and build- 
ing cost more than $300,000, and the bonds in 
the suit aggregate less than $27,000 of the 
total issue of $40,000. The suit is brought 
merely as an effort to stampede the Winder- 
mere company into making concessions to 
which these bondholders are not entitled. 
Such obligations as the Windermere has will 
be met without reference to this suit.”’

SEVEN MILLION DOLLARS FOR THE 
NORTHWESTERN “L.”

Stockholders in the Columbia Con- 
struction Company Get Approx- 
imate Figures on Its Cost—Nearly 
All the Right of Way Secured—Van 
Buren Street Is Selected for the 
South Line of the Union Loop—Two 
Companies Elect Directors. 


Stockholders in the Columbia Construction 
company at their annual meeting yesterday 
elected George A. Yuille, J. William Helm, 
W. F.. Furbeck, E. EB. Prussing, and William 
Dickinson. directors, and heard the annual 
report of the President. The report did not 
go into detail in regard to the operations of 
the company for the last twelye months, but 
it was a report which was pleasing to the 
stockholders. It showed there had been col- 
lected in the way of stock subscriptions from 
the sale of the few Northwestern bonds 
Which were put out and from other sources 
a@ total of $4,108,000. The estimate of Mr. 
Louderback as to the probable cost of the 
Northwestern elevated railroad completed 
Keone Sy npc Mr. Louderback said he ex- 
pect to receive in the way of salvage from 
the sale of buildings on property condemned 
for right of way and from the sale of prop- 
erty secured but not needed between $300,000 
and $900,000. 

One of the most important things de- 
veloped at the stockholders’ meeting was an 
answer Mr. Louderback gave to one of the 
stockholders, who make inquiries regarding 
the Union elevated loop. This stockholder 
asked on what street the south line of the 
ioop would be and Mr. Louderback replied it 
would be on Van Buren street. There was 
considerable other information given the 
stockholders. Mr. Louderback announced 
through the making of advantageous con- 
tracts for iron during the time when prices 
were low a saving had been effected amount- 
ing to $600,000. There had been effected. also 
a saving of $100,000 on foundations and $75, - 
000 on timber. Three acres of ground had 
been purchased on Fullerton avenue, east of 
Southport avenue, for a power station. The 
terminal of the line will be at Wilson ave- 
nue, where thirteen acres of ground have 
been purchased. This will give track room 
for all the cars which it is expected will be 
needed on the line, and Mr. Louderback an- 
ticipates a saving of $100,000 a year as a re- 
sult of having the car barns at the point 
where all trains will start and stop. The 
cars are to be one-third less in weight than 
those in use on other electric lines, which 
will mean a saving of one-third in power. 

Extracts from the Annual Report. 

Following the meeting Mr. Louderback 
fave out the following, which is taken from 
the annual report to the stockholders of the 
company: 

“The Columbia Construction company is 
in the most flourishing condition possible, 
and the work which it has done during the 
last year is phenomenal in railroad building 
and condemnation work. 

“We have acquired the entire right of way 
from Wilson avenue on the north to Halsted 
street and North avenue on the south, and 
over two-thirds of the balance of the right of 
way to Chicago avenue. 

“We have put in the foun@ations from Wil- 
son avenue on the north to North avenue 
on the south, and in Franklin street from 
Chicago avenue to Michigan,-in Michigan 
from Franklin to Wells, and in Fifth av- 
enue from Lake to Van Buren, since the 25th 
day of May, 1895. There only remain two 
additional condemnation cases to clear up 
the entire right of way, and the foundations 
can be put in within six weeks. 

“‘We have the iron distributed on the right 
of way from Fullerton avenue on the south 
to Clark street on the north, a distance of 
one and a quarter miles. The mills are 
shipping us 100 curloads of fron per week, 
and there is no reason to suppose that the 
road will not be completed in one year from 
date. Everything has been purchased on 
a cash basis, at the lowest possible market 
rates, and when completed we will have the 
cheapest, the best, and the greatest elevated 
toad in the world, 5.5 miles of it being four 
tracks, and 1.7 being two tracks. 

Why Steck Was Not Subscribed For. 

The announcement which appeared ex- 
clusively in yesterday mornineg’s TRIBUNE iw 
regard to the subscriptions to the increase 
in stock in the Columbia Construction con:- 
pany was a subject for comment aniong 
stockholders at the meeting. Mr. Louder- 
back said in regard to the article: 

*“T'wo prominent persons who were to take 
a large block of the Columbia Construction 
stock, and who agreed to do so, were unable 
to carry out their agreement. Later on it 
was found an arrangement could be made 
whereby we could secure $450,C00 of the 
stock of the Union Elevated railroad com- 
pany, to be given asa gratuity to the persons 
taking this stock returned to the company’s 
treatury, and, not wishing to have any re- 
fiections cast upon the management, as was 
‘lone in the case of the Metropolitan Elevat- 
ed railway company, we decided to openly 
offer this pro rata to all our stockholders, in 
consideration of their subscribing to the 
balance of the stock not taken, which would 
have entitled them to 15 per cent on their 
subscriptions. 

“Owing to stringency in the mopey mar- 
ket a number of our subscribers did not feel 
disposed to increase their holdings, and it 
was then decided to withdraw the original 
offer of 15 per cent bonus in Union Elevated 
stock, but to give the entire amount, equal 
to 40 per cent on the unsubscribed capital, to 
the persons wno would subscribe for it. 
This, in turn, was again offered to our sub- 
scribers, aS we were not legally entitled to of- 
fer it to outside capital till our people had had 
the first opportunity to subscribe for it. 
They have subscribed for $600,000 of this 
amount, and we are now at liberty to offer

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IN THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


Transactions Cut Loose from Foreign 
Influences Recently Predominating. 


’ NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—The local stock market to- 
day cut loose from the foreign influences that have 
recently affected it. The speculation was decid- 
edly less feverish than heretofore and the volume 
of business showed diminished activity by the 
bear leaders. Previous to the opening the London 
cables reported increased tension in European po- 
litical circles and fractional declines in American 
sccurities at that center. : 

evertheless, home prices moved sharply up- 
ward during the first hour of business, with the 
appreciation most marked in the grangers, uis- 
he e and Nashville, and the high-priced industrial 
shares. 

The market was strengthened by the reported de- 

osit of $500,000 in hy d in exchange for green- 
acks by a nation bank. It developed later 
that the gold was simply deposited for examina- 
tion and would not figure in the Treasury reserve. 
The absence of applications for ciearing-house 
loan certificates by the hanks and an easy condi- 
tion of the call money market also had favora- 
ble effect. The-market received a setback after 
11 on selling for both accounts, but the bulls soon 
reasserted themselves and the upward movement 
was resumed around 1 o’clock under the stimulus 
of sharp advances in the anthracite coalers. 

The improvement in this group was inspired 
by the formal announcement that the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal company would maintain the 
7 per cent annual dividend rate on the stock in 
the current year.

A New Organization Will Take Care 
of the Local Competitive Business 
in Chicago-St. Louis Territory — 
General Freight Agents Will Have 
Their Headquarters in This City. 

As one of the results of the formption of 
the Joint Traffic Association, which is the 
official title of the Eastern trunk line trust, 
the Central Traffic Association will go out 
of existence April 1, 1896. This decision 
was reached after a short discussion by the 
executive officers of the Central Traffic As- 
sociation roads at their meeting yesterday 
in this city. Asthe Joint Traffic Association 
agreement covers only the through traffic 
there will, however, be a new organization 
to take care of local competitive business 
between points in Central Traffic Associa- 
tion territory, which is between Chicago, 
St. Louis, and the Western termini of the 
trunk lines. 

The General Freight Agents were instruct- 
ed to organize before April 1 a Central 
Freight committee, with headquarters at 
Chicago. This committee is to embrace all 
companies whose codperation can be possi- 
bly secured now operating lines north of the 
Ohio River, west of the Western termini of 
the trunk lines, and east of the Mississippi 
River. Its executive officer will be a Com- 
missioner not connected with any company 
which is a member of the committee, with 
a secretary and such other clerks as may be 


- necessary, | 
The resignation of George R. Blanchard | 


as Commissioner of the Central Traffic As- 
sociation was accepted, effective Jan. 1, 
1896, and in the meantime the freight busi- 
ness* of the association will be carried on by 
Commissioner McKnight. It is probable 
Mr. McKnight will be continued as Commis- 
sioner of the new Central Freight commit- 
tee. No other man could be chosen who is 
as well qualified for the position. He has 
been chief assistant to Commissioner 
Blanchard since the organization of the 
Central Traffic Association in 1886, and for 
the last two years has been Commissioner 
of Freight Traffic of the association. 

Action was also taken by the executive 
officers to organize at once a Central Pas- 
senger. committee to take care of the com- 
petitive passenger business in the same ter~ 
ritory as is coveréd by the Central Freight 
committee. This committee is to begin oper- 
ations Feb. 1, and the General Passenger 
Agents are now at work framing an agree- 
ment and rules and regulations. Commis- 
sioner Donald, who has been in charge of 
the passenger business of the Central Traf- 
fic Association and has given satisfaction 
since he assumed charge of the office in Oc- 
tober, 1890, will no doubt be elected Com- 
missioner of the committee. There will be 
no connection between the Freight and Pas- 
senger committees, each one to be entirely 
independent of the other. 


SUPREME COURT TO TAKE CHARGE. 


Northern Pacific Receivership Muddle 
to Be Settled on Monday. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The 
squabble over the jurisdiction in the North- 
ern Pacific receivership case will be settled 
by the Supreme Court at Washington on 

Monday. : 

The agreement which has been entered 
into by all of the parties to this famous and 
prolonged dispute, is to the effect that they 
shall all ask the Supreme Court to determine 
which- of the United States Circuit Judges 
has primary jurisdiction in the case, and if 
the other Circuit Courts will not recognize 
the jurisdiction of that court then the Su- 
preme Court will assume ditect jurisdiction 
over the case and the different Su- 
preme Court Justices for the circuits 
through which the road runs will act as 
Circuit Judges, and will hear all cases and 
will enter all orders affecting the receiver- 
ship and the operation of the road. 

The fact that the United States Supreme 
Court is to take the matter in charge will be» 
a surprise to attorneys, as it is wholly for-. 
eign to the regular practice of the court and 
unprecedented in the history of réceiver- 
ships. It is made necessary, however, be- 
cause of the lack of any law compelling the 
recognition of the principle of comity be- 
tween courts in different circuits.” In this 
case both Judge Jenkins and Judge Hanford 
claim to have primary jurisdiction. Neither 
will budge or give way for theother. There 
is no law by which the case can be appealed 
and one of the courts compelled to recog- 
nize the jurisdiction of the other. The courts 
could come to no agreement, and the only 
way for the parties interested to put an en‘l 
to the divided receivership was for them to 
ask that the United States Supreme Court 
step in and assume primary jurisdiction in 
the case. This settlement, it is contended, 
will be the best for all parties, and the dig- 
nity of all the warring courts will be upheld, 

All of the parties In interest are fully ac- 
quainted with the details, but prefer to-say 
nothing about it until the matter comes out 
through the courts. 
PARTY RATES CAUSE TROUBLE, 
Western Association Lines Unable to 

Regulate This Class of Business. 

A serious snag was struck yesterday by” 
the Western ‘Passenger Association when 
the question of regulating party rates came 
up for consideration. Owing to the refusal of 
the Wisconsin Céntral to abolish party rates 
unless theatrical party rates were included 
much dissension has existed for some time 
past among the Chicago-St. Paul lines, and 
in order to harmonize matters a proposition 
was made yesterday to abolish all party 
rates throughout the territory of the associa- 
tion. Stronger opposition was offered to the 
proposition than had been expected and the 
meeting came near breaking up ina row. 

The representatives of several of the Chi- 
cago-Missouri River lines said they pre- 
ferred to let the association break up rather 
than give up the reduced rates for theatrical 
parties or for other large and legitimate par- 
ties. They thought the abolishment of theat- 
rical party rates and rates for other large 
parties traveling -together would lead to 
worse evils than now afflict the roads, and 
inducements would be offered to such par- 
ties by some roads knocking the bottom out 
of all rates. 

The matter will be given further considera- 
tion at the meeting this morning. There is 
little prospect of an agreement. 

It was decided to make a rate to the St. 
Paul G. A. R. encampment next September 
on the basis of one cent a mile each way, with 
short Hmits for return passage. 


EVIDENCE OF COMMISSION ADMITTED 


Witnesses Testify in the Southern Pa- 
cific Freight Rate Case. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 8.—In the suit 
of the Southern Pacific company tc restrain 
the State Board of Railroad Commissioners 
from cutting the present freight rates of 
that corporation in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court today counsel for the defendants 
asked permission to submit arguments and 
authorities in support of the affidavits to 
the admission of which the railroad objected 
yesterday. Defense desired to substantiate 
statements of affidavits based upon evi- 


| dence taken by the Congressional Commis- 


sion by submitting proofs of their correct- 
ness. 

To this end T. I. Bergen, attorney for the 
Southern Pacific during the sessions of the 
Congressional Commission; Third Vice- 
President Stubbs, and F. 8S.

Each wit- 
ness stated that various directors and of- 
ficers of the Pacific roads had testified be- 
fore the commission as to the cost of the 
construction and maintenance of the road. 

The proposed evidence having thus been 
identified it was agreed the evidence by the 
Congresional Commission should be read 
for the purpose of allowing the court to un- 
derstand its character before the question of 
its admissibility should be detegmined.

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The result of these bickerings may be the 
establishment of another stock-yards by 
the railroad companies where they will be 
relieved of the obnoxious switching charges 
and the alleged necessity of charging them 
back to shippers. 


Infringement of Rate Agreement. 

Omaha, Neb., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—Chairman 
Munn of the Local Passenger Agents’ Asso- 
ciation, has called a meeting to hear charges 
and counter charges to be preferred by the 
Milwaukee and Rock Island ticket agents. 
The cutting of the rate is alleged to have 
been made on Monday when a party of 
bicyclists went to Chicago to attend the big 
bicycle show. The business was not great, 
but the affair gains interest from the fact 
that it is the first infringement of the rate 
agreement. It is not directly charged that 
the rates were cut, but it is said the Milwau- 
kee furnished a portion of the money which 
paid for the transportation of the vehicles, 
General Agent Nash of the Milwaukee says 
there is nothing in the charges. 


Object to Reading Reorganization. 

g Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 8—A number of 
mortgage bondholders and stockholders of 
the Philadelphia and Reading railroad com- 
pany today obtained leave from the United 
States Circuit Court to file petitions asking 
to intervene in the Platt suit. In the peti- 
tions objection.is made to the Earle-Olcott 
committee’s plan of reorganization and. 
another plan is suggested. The petitioners 
represent bonds aggregating $255,000 and 
3,230 shares of stock. They assert that they 
assented to the Earle-Olcott plan, approved 
by the court on Oct. 29, 1894, but are in- 
formed that since then the plan has been de- 
clared by members of that.committee as in- 
effective and has been abandoned. 


May Foreclose ’Frisco Road, 

New York, Jan. 8.—Aldace F. Walker, 
Chairman of the Executive committee of the 
Atchison, speaking of the proposed reorgan- 
ization of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
railroad, says: “No change has occurred 
in the situation as affecting the St. Louis 
and San Francisco railroad.

First Meeting of the Year Is Devoted 
to a Resume of What Was Done in

Last year’s financial report occupied the 

South Park Board at the first meeting of 


the new year, held yesterday. Although the | 


annual meeting does not come till March 11, 
interest centers almost wholly in the finan- 
cial statement, and that made the session 
perhaps the most important of the year. 

Secretary Shumway read the report in 
gen 1 summaries and then followed it 
th gh the details of receipts and expendi- 
tures. The showing made was for gratify- 
ing progress in improvements. during the 
year. The wilderness left by the World’s 
Fair in Jackson Park had been cleared up 
and the Commissioners had staid within 
their appropriation. The increased expendi- 
tures caused by improving Jackson Park, 
however, caused the cash balance on hand to 
be only $228,980 Dec. 1, while it had been 
$471,000 twelve months before. 

There were received from all sources dur- 
ing the year $1,015,251. Expenditures for 
improvements in the year were $431,915, 
and maintaining the park system cost $270,-

A good many agents on 
La Salle street consider that the organization has 
possibly established a precedent which may prove 
a dangerous one in case some flagrant violations 
of the rules are carried before the Investigating 
committee. Those who argued against the adop- 
tion of the resolutions urged as their reasons for 
so doing that in future agents who might cut rates 
would point back to this attitude of the associa- 
tion and claim the right of the same clemency and 
exoneration from willful violation of the Sules. 
The canvass of the Executive committee had been 
carefully made the day before, however, and the 
opposition failed to muster a sufficient majority to 
prevent the passage of the exonerating set of reso- 
lutions.

The committee elections are for the period of 
three months. President Edward M. Teall made 
an address, saying of the tetal fire losses of the 
year: ‘I estimate it at about 80 per cent of the 
receipts, which, with expenses added, leaves a 
deficit.

On the other hand, however, the new sub- 
stance is worked and woven easily, it can be 
dyed az readily as natural cotton, and when 
passed through a weak solution of tannin 
and-certain other reagents it will take every 
shade of artificial coloring and can be 
dressed and printed on just as are the tis- 
sues of natural cotton.

Diligent Search Being Made for the 
Governor's Local Scout. 

The City of Cleveland is the headquarters 
of the committee having in charge Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s campaign for Presidential nomina- 
tion. According to reliable advices received 
from that city the McKinleyites are kept 
thoroughly posted on what is going on in 
Republican politics throughout the country. 
They are said to be particularly well ad- 
vised as to the condition of affairs in Cook 
County, and to know in detail the attitude 
ot the party in Chicago on the Presidential 
question. Somebody or other in this city 
must be sending the Major quite a deal of 
uncomfortable information. Everybody is 
wondering who is the scout, and diligent 
search is being made for the Major's local 
representative. 

There has been no change in the attitude 
of lilinois Republicans on the. Presidential 
question. The leaders of the party want to 
see the Illinois delegation a factor in making 
a Presidential nomination.

County, 
has not been with McKinley for a number 
of years. It will be remembered Cox was 
with the greatest difficulty induced to vote 
for McKinley in the Minneapolis convention. 
Before he would consent to do so it was 
demonstrated to him that McKinley could 
not win under any circumstances.

Special Drawing Teachers Get No Sat- 
isfaction on the Salary Question 

The Retrenchment and Reform committee 
of the Board of Fducation held a meeting 
yesterday to hear the plea of the special 
teachers in the drawing department for a 
restoration of their salaries, which were cut 
down 25 per cent. The women were all pres- 
ent, and talked as long as they pleased with- 
out producing any visible effect upon the 
committee, -except it agreed to meet next 
Saturday afternoon and hear them again. 

Of the committee there were present 
Messrs. Halle, Schneider, Kohtz, and Errant, 
Mr. Cusack alone being absent. Other mem- 
bers of the board present were Messrs. Cam- 
eron and Haugan, and Pettibone, who came 
as a special advocate of the women. There 
were also a number of other spectators, in- 
cluding Supt. Lane, the supervisor of draw- 
ing Miss Locke, her assistant, Mrs. Mellor, 
and Bishop Fallows. The teachers who 
came to protest against the cut were: 

Emma C. March, Lizzie C. Buckley, 
Mary Jameson, Nellie H. Gere, 
Lucy 8S. Silke, Susan Kk. Leaming, 
Antoinette Miller, Sophia Durham. 

Nearly all of them spoke and some of them 
spoke several times. They said they were 
not really special teachers at all, but su- 
pervisors, and Miss Locke was not really a 
supervisor, but an assistant superintendent. 
Miss Locke laid out their work and they vis- 
ited the schools and instructed, encouraged, 
Each of them 
had to visit forty-five schools and supervise 
450 teachers. The labor of doing this was 
far greater than the labor of a class teacher. 
Their work did not end at 4 o’clock, but 
lasted from early in the morning until late 
at night, six or seven days in the week. 
They are subject to extra expense for car- 
fare, railroad-fare, and meals, and, while 
they are expected to dress well, wear out 
three times as many clothes as other teach- 
ers, and have no time even to mend them. 

They said this system was a demonstrated 
success. It had created the greatest enthu- 
siasm among both teachers and pupils in 
the lessons. The drawing in the Chicago 
schools was the envy of the public schools 
in the-large cities of the East, and their ex- 
hibit at Atlanta had created a perfect furor, 
no less than three large cities East and West 
having begged it might be lent them fora 
short time to excite enthusiasm among the 
pupils of their public schools. Under these 
circumstances, though one-half of them get 
$1,600 and the other half $1,500, they, did 
not believe they got too much.

At the meeting of the’ Membership com- 
mittee Mrs. Kate Huddleston, the Chair- 
man, presided. All but one of the thirteen 
members are said to have been present. Of 
this number four voted against the admis- 
sion of Mrs. Williams. These four names are 
withheld by the Membership committee; 
and, in fact, the decision of the committee 
is supposed not to be made public until given 
before the entire club, but the facts leaked 
out and were whis about among club 
ymembers yesterday.
